WASHINGTON (AP) -The Air Force 


used rainmaking as a weapon in the 
Vietnam war, flying 2,602 cloud seeding 
sorties to prolong monsoon rainfall and 
bog down North Vietnamese infiltration 
routes to South Vietnam, according to a 
Pentagon document. 


The top secret operation was carried 


on for six years during the March- 
,™ember m°nsoon season from 1967 to 
1972 at a cost of about $3.6 million a year 
Results are not fully known, but the 


Pentagon believes it may have increase^ 
normal rainfall as much as 30 per cent ]n 


limited areas and helped slow the flow of 
supplies along the Ho Chi Minh Trail. 


A Pentagon summary of the operation 


was given to a closed meeting of a Senate 
Foreign Relations subcommittee on 
oceans and international environment 
March 20. The transcript was declas- 
sified by the Defense Department and 
made public Saturday by the subcom- 
mittee chairman, Sen. Claiborne Pell 
D-R.I. 


After an initial test in Laos in 1966, the 


rainmaking operation was carried out in 
parts of Laos, Cambodia, North Vietnam 
and South Vietnam, according to the 


summary. 


To preserve secrecy, the sorties were 


reported through normal communica- 
tions channels as weather reconnais- 
sance flights, with special reports to 
higher headquarters and the Joint 
Chiefs of Staff. 


Pentagon officials told the committee 


the operation was approved by thl 
SS-*°f £efense With the K^ledge 
of the White House, and by the Royal 1 ao 
gove-nment as part of the interdiction 
effort along the supply trails. 


The subcommittee briefing was 


conducted by'Lt. Col. Ed Soyster, Army

He said the rainmaking operation was 


closely monitored and controlled with 
the objective of extending natural 
rainfall over a longer period of time 


He said cloud seeding priority was 


given to clouds directly over roads 
intersections and river crossings that 
the areas were sparsely populated by 
people already accustomed to taking 
care of themselves in heavy rain, and 
that it did not cause drought in adjoining 
areas since "there is simply too much 
moisture in the air in that part of the 
world."

JERUSALEM CAP 
1* -Secretary of 


State Henry A. Kissinger scored^ an 
apparent breakthrough Saturday in his 
bid to separate Israeli and Syrian armies 
by getting an American proposal 
tentatively accepted by both sides. 


The turnabout from an impending 


impasse developed at a 3^-hour meeting 
with Syrian President Hafez Assad in 
Damascus. Kissinger then flew to 
Jerusalem to report to the Israeli 
negotiating team. 


Following a two-hour session, Israeli 


Information Minister Shimon Peres 
said: "We have already accepted the 
American proposals, and so have the 
Syrians." 


"Significant progress has been made 


in these talks. The Syrians are rather 
receptive to the American ideas and 
principles." 


He said the Israeli government 


expected that "in two or three days" an 
agreement separating the opposing 
forces in the Golan Heights "will be 
decided finally." 


Informed Israeli sources said the main 


thrust of the latest developments was the 
introduction of an American proposal 
that was more acceptable to Syria than 
a plan offered by its enemy, Israel. 


The sources said the American 


proposal differed little from the Israeli 
plan but involved handing back "a few 
more villages and a bit more territory." 


They said Israel apparently now was 


willing to give Syria civil administration 
for the whole of Quneitra, the war- 
ravaged provincial capital in the Golan 
Heights, instead of only the eastern third 
of the town. 


All the relinquished territory would be 


part of a United Nations buffer zone, the 
informants said. 


Peres said the American proposal 


involved a guarantee of the security of 
Israeli settlements in the Golan Heights, 
but he did not elaborate.

Newsmen were told unless there was 


an unexpected snag the agreement 
would be signed in Geneva by Israeli and 
Syrian representatives. 


The fighting is expected to continue 


until that point, but it will end when 
there is a settlement. U.S. officials said 
Kissinger is very close to getting a pact. 


These officials confirmed, meanwhile, 


that President Nixon sent Kissinger a 
message last Wednesday instructing 
him to remain in the region until he 
could arrange a disengagement. 


Nevertheless, with the two sides only 


inching toward each other and the 
mission 21 days old, Kissinger planned 
to fly to Cairo after reporting to Mrs. 
Meir late Saturday night. 


He had intended to reach Washington 


by Sunday night. 


Before leaving Damascus airport, 


Kissinger said that "significant 
progress has been made and the pros- 
pects for an agreement have been 
advanced. 


"For this reason I have agreed to stay 


in the area for a few days to assist the 
parties in reaching an agreement." 
. A senior official, unnamed under the 
briefing rules, stressed that the con- 
siderable "give" in Syria's stance was 
toward Kissinger's undisclosed proposal 
rather than Israeli ideas. 


"Kissinger will remain in Israel until 


Sunday night or early Monday when he 
will return again to Damascus. Once the 
disengagement line is settled -and U S 
officials expect that by the end of the 
weekend — the other pieces should fall 
into place in some three days. 


4 of SLA dead identified 


LOS ANGELES (AP) —Newspaper 


heiress Patricia Hearst was not among 
the five victims of a shootout between 
Symbionese Liberation Army members 
and police, the coroner said Saturday. 
But Donald D. DeFreeze, self-styled 
field marshal of the terrorist group, was 
identified as one of the dead. 


A spokesman for the Hearsts sa,d at 


he,r home m Hillsborough, Cahf., that 
the family was "certainly relieved" To 
hear the news but was still "extremely 
apprehensive about the whereabouts" of 
the 20-year-old daughter who wJ 
kidnaped by the SLA Feb 4 


Los Angeles Coroner Thomas Noguchi 


said four of the five victims had been 
identified as suspected members of the 
SLA. He said the fifth victim, a woman, 
had not been identified but definitely 
was not Miss Hearst. 


"Extensive comparative studies have 


excluded Miss Patricia Hearst as the one 
white female victim who remains 
unidentifed," he said.

A month ago 
his mother, Cleta, 60, had a stroke and is 
bedfast. 


Angus is the family breadwinner. He 


managed to maintain a straight A 
average in school and work the family's 
400-acre farm by himself. 


"I can't get help because it's the 


height of the planting season and 
everyone is busy with their own farms," 
he says. 


"I've been getting up at 5 a.m. to feed 


our 20 head of cattle and 50 hogs. Then I 
cook breakfast and get my mother and

brother taken care of. A neighbor 
usually drops in while I am at school."

Gaither, a husky six-footer, drives the

family's 1967 car two miles to school. He 
is back home in midaftemoon. 


"Then I start plowing and discing until 


10 p.m. The neighbors usually have 
supper for me."

Thompsonville High, says: "Angus is a 
great boy with a great academic future. 
He has a hard decision to make. I'm glad 
he has to do it and not me."

DeFreeze, a 30-year-old black also 


known as "General Field Marshal 
Cinque," was the recognized leader- 
spokesman of the terrorist group. He has 
been described by law enforcement 
officials as a lonely outcast who was 
obsessed with guns and had been in and 
out of prison since his first arrest at the 
age of 14. 


Mrs. Perry, 26, white, was a former 


Barry Goldwater for President cam- 
paign worker turned English literature 
major at Berkeley, topless blackjack 
dealer and, finally, revolutionary. She 
was considered the theoretician of the 
SLA and was believed to have written 
many of its manifestos. 


Miss Soltysik, 29, was believed to be a 


coleader of the group. Wolfe, 23. the son 
of a Pennsylvania anesthesiologist, 
became a political activist while 
studying at Berkeley. They were both 
white. 


Authorities have said that the SLA was 


a multiracial group of about 25 hard-core 
militant men and women. The death of 
DeFreeze, Mrs. Perry and the others 
cuts deeply into their membership and 
top ranks. 


Ironically, their deaths were not 


triggered by overt rebellion against the 


government which they said they wanted 
to overthrow by armed revolution but by 
a simple case of common thievery —the 
shoplifting of a pair of 49-cent socks. 


The petty theft at a sporting goods 


store in nearby Inglewood Thursday 
touched off one of California's largest- 
ever manhunts, ending 24 hours later 
with 500 heavily armed policemen and 
FBI agents laying siege to a yellow 
stucco house in south Los Angeles. 


Asked whether the Friday night 


shootout that led to the the deaths of the 
five would put the SLA out of operation 
a police spokesman replied, "I hoce 
so."

The spokesman declined to speculate 


whether Miss Hearst, who had 
renounced her family and pledged 
allegiance to the SLA, could be with 
other suspected SLA members still at 
large. 


William Taylor Harris, 29, his wife, 


Emily, 27, and an unidentified woman 
had been sought after the shootout at-the 
sporting goods store Thursday. 


A police spokesman said there were no 


solid leads as to the whereabouts of the 
Harrises. "We're working on that 
information we have, which at this point 
is rather sketchy," he said. 


Miss Hearst also is being sought by 


authorities on a federal warrant naming 
her as a material witness to an SLA bank 


robbery in San Francisco last month. 
She was filmed during the robbery 
holding a rifle, but it was not known if 
she was acting under duress. 


Four others photographed in the 


holdup —DeFreeze, Mrs. Perry, Miss 
Soltysik and Camilla Hall -were 
charged with bank robbery. 


Police said Christine Johnson, 24, who 


lived in the house used by the SLA 
members for their hideout Friday, was 
booked Saturday for investigation of 
harboring and concealing for allegedly 
allowing the five to spend the night for 
$100. She was being held under guard at 
a hospital "because she's our only 
connection to the people who were in 
there," said police information officer 
Rudy Valencia. 


He said she told officers that Miss 


Hearst had visited the house, but 
Valencia said, "We can't go by what she 
said" because there were discrepancies 
in her story. 


Charles Bates, the San Francisco 


special FBI agent-incharge of the case, 
said he felt Miss Hearst "is probably in 
less danger than she was before the 
incident in Los Angeles." 


Asked whether he thought Friday's 


raid had broken the back of the terrorist 
SLA, Bates replied, "Yes."

Irish ask U.N. 
to return troops

asked the United Nations Saturday to 
release more than 300 Irish soldiers from 
the Middle East peacekeeping force to 
man border posts following the worst 
bombings in almost five years of Irish 
sectarian feuding. 


It said the troops will be needed to man 


new checkpoints along the border with 
Northern Ireland to-stop and search all 
cars driving into the Republic from the 
North. 


The checkpoints were part of an 


intensification of security along the 
260-mile border with Northern Ireland, 
the main scene of the violence that 
spilled over into the Republic Friday, 
killing 23 persons and wounding 150. 


At the United Nations, Irish Ambas- 


sador Eamonn Kennedy telephoned his 
government's request to Secretary- 
General Kurt Waldheim and confirmed 
it in a letter, which was made public. 


"After long and careful deliberation 


following yesterday's bomb outrages, 
the government of Ireland feel that the 
exceptional strains at present imposed 
on the Irish security forces make this 
step necessary," the letter'said. 


The latest U.N. report shows that last 


Monday there were 323 Irishmen in the 
U.N. Emergency Force in the Middle 
East. 


As Ireland counted the cost of the 


bombings, informed sources said the 
government was expected to press for 
tougher laws against Irish Republican 
Army guerrillas. 


The IRA, fighting to drive the British 


from the North and unite the province 
s

with the Republic, was not blamed for 
Friday's bombings, and also denied any 
involvement in them. But many Irish- 
men believed it was the IRA's presence 
in the Republic that triggered the 
explosions. 


For citizens in the Republic, Friday's 


blasts were a sudden and terrible 
illustration of what Belfast has suffered 
Tor half a decade. Big bombs in three 
cars exploded in the center of Dublin 
withm'minutes of each other at 5.30 p.m. 
when the area was packed with 
shoppers. 


The explosions came without warning. 


At the same time another bomb killed 
five persons in Monaghan, a quiet 
country town near the border with 
Northern Ireland. That explosion came 
without warning too. 


Authorities were reluctant to publicly 


accuse any of the terrorist groups, 
feuding in Ireland, but they suspected 
Protestant extremists from the North 
were behind the blasts. However, the 
Ulster Defense Association, a militant 
Protestant group, denied any in- 
volvement in the blasts. 


About the only thing security 


authorities knew for sure was that the 
cars used in the bombings were stolen 
from Protestant areas of Belfast. 


Justice Minister Patrick Cooney said 


permanent checkpoints would be set up 
along the frontier and a recruitment 
drive launched to beef up military 
strength. 


But he stressed it was "impossible to 


achieve absolute security" to prevent 
further bombings.

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Soviets may 
gain from 
nuclearlndia

WASHINGTON (AP) -India's entrv 


into the so-called "Nuclear Club" will 
have a serious impact on the world 
strategic balance, with the Soviet Union 
achieving a major political gain. 


United States officials said there 


would be no immediate military effects, 
that India has no missile delivery system 
and that there is no reason to doubt New 
Delhi's pledge not to produce nuclear 
weapons. 


Nonetheless. India has the capability 


to make atomic weapons. After New 
beihi announced Saturday a nuclear 
device had been set off, U.S. sources said 
that the Indians have talked peace before 
while acting aggressively. 


Apart from any direct military effects, 


the most important result is political! 
with India strengthening its hand 
against Pakistan and China, while 
Moscow gains in its objectives concern • 
ing the United States and China. 


The Soviets have developed a strong 


relationship with India over the years as 
part of an effort to neutralize the United 
States in South Asia and to offset 
growing Chinese power. 


As American experts pointed out after 


Saturday's 
announcement, 
any 


development of Indian nuclear weapons 
would be aimed at China. 


This will lead China to shift some focus 


from its border with Russia to India, 
thus relieving pressure on the Soviets. 


With India now assuming an even 


stronger role in South Asia, New Delhi is 
expected by U.S. officials to exert itself 
even more in the area. 


This could take the form of attempting 


to keep the U.S. Navy out of the Indian 
Ocean, particularly by attempting to 
block an American base on the island of 
Diago Garcia. This is exactly what 
Moscow has been after for years". 


U.S. officials also say the development 


of a nuclear capacity could disrupt 
American-Indian relations at a time 
when they were beginning to improve. 


There could be questions raised in 


Congress about giving New Delhi 
economic aid after India spent millions 
of dollars on atomic development. 


As one U.S. official said, "I don't see 


how this is going to grow more rice, 
which is wha& the Indians need." 


Again, if U.S. influence wanes. 


Moscow gains. 


American sources said several other 


countries are technically capable of 
producing nuclear devices, including 
Israel. "This certainly could be the 
impetus to proliferation," one source 
said. "And that is the last thing we want: 
a lot of little countries with atomic 
triggers."

Portugal ends 
fight against 
Angola guerrillas 


LISBON, Portugal (AP) -The Por- 


tuguese commander in Angola has 
suspended all offensive military opera- 
tions against guerrillas to encourage 
them to seek their goals by political 
means, an Angola newspaper said 
Saturday. 


Gen. Franco Pinheiro said in an 


interview published in 0 Comercio of 
Luanda, the Angola capita!, that there is 
no longer any reason for the movements 
to remain underground. 


Since the April 25 coup in Portugal, the 


new government of Gen. Antonio de 
Spinola has been urging black eman- 
cipation movements in P o r t u g a l ' s 
African colonies to end their 13year 
struggles and to campaign peacefully in 
preparation for a plebiscite.

was beginning formal cease-fire talks 
with rebels in Portuguese Guinea next 
week.

Weather satellite in good orbit 


CAPE CANAVERAL, Fla. (AP) -The 


.woFld's newest storm-hunting satellite 
was reported in an excellent orbit 
Saturday after ground controllers 
worked through the night to correct a 
mechanical malfunction. 


Officials at Kennedy Space Center said 


the Synchronous Meterological Satellite 
was only 15 degrees off its planned 
stationary orbit. 


A lack of thrust from a Delta rocket at 


its 5:31 a.m. EDT launching on Friday- 
had left the satellite's orbit 2.200 miles 
too low for its planned mission. 


"We think we've got a 100 per cent 


spacecraft in orbit," said project 
manager Don Fordyce Saturday. "We 
are going to let it drift for about eight 
days to stabilize it. then plan to put it 
smack on target." 


In a nearly stationary orbit some 


22,000 miles over Brazil, the spacecraft 
is expected to send back sharp weather. 


pictures of the Western Hemisphere 
every half hour. Its work will aid in 
providing warnings for hurricanes and 
tornadoes, space center spokesmen said. 


Ground controllers successfully fired 


a motor on the spacecraft Friday" night, 
correcting the low orbit.

Sinus trouble—or 
sinusitis—is caused by an 
inflammation of the lining of 
the sinus, usually through 
germs but sometimes through 
allergy. How can you fight it? 
First, shrink the tissues, 
either through the use of 
tablets or a vasoconstrictor 


nose spray. (One word of 
caution: Overuse of these 
products—particularly the 
nose sprays—can cause a 
"rebound" effect.) Second, 
do try to breathe through the 
nose. This helps ventilate the 
sinus passages. Finally, drink 
fluid and take aspirin to 
reduce the headache.

"When the dust finally 
settled, one man stood alone 
in first place. It was Jiof

Soccer star Kyle Rote, Jr.. 


. . . and some of the "Superstars" 
events he competed in. 
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st February, a group of the great- 


est athletes in the world gath- 
ered in Rotonda, Fla-, to com- 


pete in the "Superstars" competition. 
O. J. Simpson was there. So were Bob 
Seagren, John Havlicek and Pete 
Rose. Each was required to compete 
in seven of ten events—not including 
their own specialties. A lot was at 
stake. Not only would the winner get 
more than $50,000—but there were all 
the intangibles of pride and ego. 


When the dust finally settled, one 


man stood alone in first place. It was 
not O. J. Simpson. It was not Seagren, 
Havlicek or Rose. It was a relatively 
unknown young man with a very well- 
known name: Kyle Rote, Jr. 


The name Kyle Rote, of course, is 


synonymous with football. Kyle Rote, 
Sr., was an All-America halfback at 
SMU and fashioned an excellent 11- 
year NFL career with the New York 
Giants before retiring to enter the 
field of sports broadcasting. 


It seemed a sensible route for his 


son to follow—except it wasn't the one 
Kyle Jr. wanted to pursue. First, after 
graduating from high school in Dallas, 
he accepted a football scholarship to 
Oklahoma State University. "I know 
people at SMU were disappointed," 
Kyle says, " and quite a few other peo- 
ple were upset by my leaving Texas 
and the Southwest Conference." 


But young Rote's biggest decision 


was yet to come. After a year, he 
questioned the relevance of big-time 
collegiate football. "I was the type of 
student who had to avoid distractions 
in order to get good grades. The atmo- 
sphere for football players at Oklaho- 
ma State wasn't conducive to class- 
work. I had to find a small school 
where I could get along and do what 
I wanted." 


Kyle found his answer at the 


tiny University of the South in Sewa- 
nee, Tenn. Once a major football 
power in its own right, Sewanee now 
nestles quietly atop the plateau of the 
Cumberland River, far from the glam- 
our and crowds of big-time athletics. 
There were no athletic scholarships 
for Sewanee students. But Kyle Jr. 
would have had to search high and far 
to find any college with a scholarship 
in the sport be decided to embrace. 


The sport was soccer, and by the 


time he enrolled at Sewanee in 1969, 
Kyle had played it only two years, 
and then only on a rudimentary level. 
Soccer ha>, long been a stepchild of 
American sports, appreciated mostly 
by immigrants from nations where it 
is the sport Kyle barely knew of its 
existence until he and several high 
school football teammates tried it as 
a summer conditioner. Then one 
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Superstar With the Famous Name 


afternoon, they learned what the game really 
was all about. 


Ron Griffith, an Englishman from Black- 


pool who was a sports correspondent for a 
Scottish newspaper, came upon Kyle and his 
friends kicking a soccer ball around one hot 
summer afternoon. Griffith offered to teach 
them the finer points of the game. 


"At first we were offended by this guy 


butting in," recalls Kyle. "But we sooa real- 
ized he could help us a lot. Pretty soon we 
formed a team called the Black Bandits and 
we scrimmaged other local teams." 


Though he continued to play football, Kyle 


finally succumbed to the lure of soccer when 
he entered Sewanee. 


Armed with a degree in psychology and a 


new wife, Mary Lynne, of Rossville, Ga., Kyle 
returned to Dallas in June, 1972, uncertain 
of his future. The Dallas Tornadoes of the 
North American Soccer League offered him 
a playing contract that, by their own admis- 
sion, was more of a public relations ploy than 
a serious attempt to recruit a new player. 


"I had a lot of local appeal,'' Kyle con- 


cedes, "and I had played soccer, so it was a 
logical move on their part. Except they didn't 
really feel I would ever be an important 
player. The job they offered me was a com- 
bination player-public relations director." 


Joining the Tornadoes with the 1972 sea- 


son more than half completed, Kyle only 
played in practice, but his potential for the 
game began to emerge. 


"My size [six feet and 185 pounds] is 


bigger than average for soccer," he points 
out, "and I learned how to use it to good 
advantage." Rote also discovered he had a 
natural aptitude for "heading" the ball. Since 
the use of arms and hands is prohibited in 
soccer, except by goaltenders, players must 
pass the bail cither by kicking it or hitting it 
off their heads. 


"It's mostly a matter of tuning," Kyle 


explains. "You have to time the movement 
of your head with the flight of the ball." 


When the 1973 NASL season began the 


following April, Kyle was a regular member 
of Dallas' playing roster. He quickly proved 
that Tornado Coach Ron Newman was cor- 
rect in his judgment of the young Sewanee 
graduate by scoring a goal in the first game of 
the year. By the end of the season Rote was 
the league's scoring champion (ten goals, 
ten assists) and rookie of the year. 


Playing center forward, a position analo- 


gous to center in basketball and hockey, Kyle 
helped the team go all the way to the cham- 
pionship final of the NASL, before bowing to 
the Philadelphia Atoms. 


That Kyle is a "different breed of cat" is 


illustrated by the fact that he is using part of 
his "Superstars" prize money for his tuition at 
the Perkins School of Theology. Kyle plans 
to be ordained in two years. 


He isn't certain if he will go into active 


preaching. He intends to remain in soccer for 
several more years. His rise to stardom in the 
sport comes at a time when soccer may be 


experiencing its long-awaited boom in the 
U.S. In Dallas alone, the number of people 
playing soccer on all levels has risen from 
192 five years ago to more than 40,000 today. 


"I'd like to be remembered," Kyle says, "as 


a pioneer in soccer in this country. I think the 
public is waking up to how great a game it is. 
Before I leave it, if I ever do, I want to be 
sure I've done something

King Faisal

our interview with His Majesty, 
King Faisal, is tonight at nine," 
an Arab minister told my hus- 


band. "Madam will accompany you " 


It was our third day in Saudi 


Arabia. My husband Tom is a jour- 
nalist, and this interview was very 
important to him. I was just along for 
the ride—so you can imagine my 
astonishment when I learned that 
King Faisal wanted to meet me, too! 


As we drove to the palace, Tom 


told me: "I'll never forget the time 
when I sat in on a tribal meeting, try- 
ing to interview Faisal. Guys were 
running in and out with papers, a man 
was getting marital advice from the 
King, Cabinet ministers were vying 
for his attention. Suddenly a little man 
ran up and shouted 'Faisal! Faisal!' 
When he finally got the King's ear, he 
asked directions to the men's room. 
No one thought it unusual. They ask 
him anything and just call him Faisal." 


At the palace gates, the red- 


bereted Royal Guard, bayoneted rifles 
at their sides, peered in, then saluted 
us through.

On the stairs, Faisal's personal 


bodyguard snapped to attention. They 
were romantic-looking, white-robed, 
dark-skinned men, their chests crossed 
with bandoliers of bullets. They, too, 
carried rifles, and were right out of 
the movies. 


Heels clicked behind us. Massive 


carved doors swung open. A few 
robed men stood by. ("Personal ad- 
visers," Tom whispered.) 


Faisal rose, his emaciated figure 


robed in traditional Saudi black and 
white. The only royal appurtenance 
was the golden rope that kept his head 
covering in place. As Tom introduced 
me, Faisal smiled and shook my hand 
warmly. He sat down and indicated a 
couch beside him. 


It was hard not to be overwhelmed 


by Faisal's prominent features. The 
hooked nose descended from caves of 
circles below his eyes. His face was 
strong, though barely masking his 
years and his bouts with disease. 


Faisal sat stiffly erect, watching

Tom compose his questions, glancing 
at me, exchanging looks with his ad- 
visers. His tough-minded exactness in 
answering some questions and his 
purposeful ambiguity in answering 
others contrasted with his fragile ap- 
pearance. 


His reputation with other Arabs is 


of a tyrannical, puritanical conserva- 
tive. As a sample of his opinions, he 
told Tom he believes Zionism is a 
Communist plot to gain control of the 
entire Middle East. 


Faisal leaned toward Tom: "Ask 


Europeans and Americans about anti- 
Semitism. We are only anti-Commu- 
nist and therefore anti-Zionist. How 
can we be anti-Semitic? We are 
Semites. Jews are our cousins." 


Faisal's tone of voice said he was 


an unbending man. Queen Iffat, his 
wife, told me the next day, "He sees 
people like the Beatles as bad influ- 
ences. Once when the King saw a 
Saudi TV announcer with long side- 
burns, he called the station and or- 
dered him to get a haircut." 


When the interview ended, I 


reached for Tom's camera and tried 
to take Faisal's picture. But some- 
thing was wrong with the flash. And 
the pressure of the King's impatience 
set me fumbling. I handed Tom the 
camera to fix. 


Oh heavens! I thought. What must 


the King think? 


But Faisal — almost smiling—was 


peering over Tom's shoulder, en- 
tranced with what Tom was doing to 
the camera. When the camera was 
fixed, Faisal's face.returned to its old 
expression, so I snapped the picture of 
my smiling husband standing next to 
a stern Faisal. I guess the King didn't 
want oil-hungry Americans to see 
anything but his stern public image!

Within weeks, the FDA will rule on the 


future of saccharin Will it be banned, as 
was cyclamate 3 1/2 years ago, accused 
of causing cancer in animals9 


Within weeks, too, the FDA is expected 


to announce its decision on a brand new 
artificial sweetener, called Aspartame. 
Will this restore to the nation's figure- 
conscious sweettooths the low-calorie 
foods and drinks that were lost when 
cyclamate was banished from the super- 
market 


Meanwhile, the makers of cyclamate 


have petitioned the FDA to allow its re- 
turn. Will the decision to stop the sales of 
cyclamate in 1970 on the basis of a few 
bladder tumors in animals prove to have 
been a costly blunder^5 


These questions illustrate the uncer- 


tainties in the science and business of 
trying to give Americans sweet-flavored 
food and drinks without at the same time 
making them fat.

Its manufacturers plan first to sell it 


through pharmacies as a special dietary 
product for diabetics, and later in super- 
markets as a general sugar substitute 


Aspartame,

cyclamate, was discovered by accident 
Because scientists do not yet know why 
some chemicals taste sweet and others 
do not, searching in any systematic way 
for new sweeteners is impossible 


But by studying some unusual sweet- 


tasting molecules from tropical fruits, 
taste researchers hope soon to have a 
handle on what sweetness is 


One of these molecules, from an 


African berry called "miracle fruit," is 
itself tasteless. But some foods eaten 
later taste sweet A Massachusetts com- 


pany is selling miracle fruit tablets by 
mail order, along with special recipes for 
foods to be eaten after the tablet The 
company is presently clarifying with the 
FDA the legal status of these tablets. 


Other molecules, similar to that found 


in miracle fruit, taste intensely sweet 
themselves These molecules are much 
larger than those in sugar or cyclamates, 
and are probably too big to enter the eel Is 
of the taste buds or our tongues 


They have therefore provided an im- 


portant clue to the nature of sweetness — 
that it is perceived by the outside of cells, 
rather than the inside. 


This means that a molecule need never 


enter the cells of the body, and still taste 
sweet 


This fits with the thinking of a new 


company 
in California, which has 


perhaps the ultimate idea for making 
food -additives —sweeteners included — 
guaranteed safe 


The ides is to "leash" the additive to a 


large molecule which the body cannot 
digest After doing its job, the sweetener 
would be carried straight through the 
body without ever being absorbed by it. 


A few weeks ago, scientists at the 


company took the important step of find- 
ing a way to hitch a chemical leash to a 
sweet-tasting molecule without chang- 
ing its taste They expect that a safely 
leashed sweetener may be discovered 
"any day now."

The ban had been sought in a petition 


filed Feb. 1 by Sen. Frank E.' Moss, 
D-Utah, and the American Public Health 
.Association. 


The possibility of the ban had been 


raised last August by R i c h a r d 0. 
Simpson, commission chairman. Simp- 
son had said it was an open question 
whether the commission could act 
against cigarettes under the hazardous 
substances act, despite the specific 
exclusion of tobacco products by the 
Consumer Product Safety Act, which set 
up the commission a year ago. 


Action on Smoking and" Health, a 


Washington-based anti-smoking group, 
termed the commission decision "in- 
correct and premature." 


"Taking such precipitous action on a 


vital matter affecting the public health 
without benefit of a public hearing was 
contrary to established administrative 
procedure and a very bad omen for 
consumers relying on the commission," 
said John Banzhaf, director of the group. 


He said his group probably will ask the 


commission to reconsider its decision 
and hold a public hearing. 


Simpson's statement last year had 


brought down a stream of criticism from 
tobacco state legislators including Sen. 
Sam J. Ervin Jr., D-N.C., who sought an 
opinion on a possible ban from the 
Genera! Accounting Office. 


It responded that "an outright ban on 


high-tar cigarettes involves a major 
policy decision which the Congress has 
not delegated to any regulatory agency." 


The petition had requested that "all 


cigarettes containing 22 milligrams or 
more of tar be banned as hazardous 
substances. This would have included 27 
brands accounting for 15 per cent of the 
cigarettes sold annually.

They are interested too in 
providing trained personnel for group 
therapy such as parent effectiveness 
training, transactional analysis and 
sensitivity sessions. 


These are new fields, Dr. Baker not- 


ed. "There aren't the standards for 
leadership training as for physicians or 
psychologists, but they need profes- 
sionals."

"I sat there and was really struck by it 


even though this was not the real thing,"

recalling how a group of Lawrence- 
students, faculty and friends "voted" the 
President out of office last week. 


- "The words really hit you pretty 
hard," continued Lauter, who played 
U.S. Rep. Peter W. Rodino Jr., D-N~J 
chairman of the House Judiciary Com- 
mittee which is studying now, in real life 
whether to impeach Nixon. Last Thurs- 
day night, Lauter was leading the House 
prosecution in the Senate trial of the 
President in room 400 of Main Hall. 


"Most of the people participating, by 


the time itgot to the Senate trial, realized 
we were really into something serious " 
said Lauter. 


The exercise was called a presidential 


impeachment simulation. It was put 
together by Lawrence Political Science 
Prof. Lawrence Longley, a strong ad- 
vocate of simulations as a way of learn- 
ing about real world events. 


Most of the participants were students 


m two of Longley's political science 
courses, but there were university 
faculty and administrators there, too". 
Also a few lay persons whom Longley 
recruited through the student news- 
paper. 


Longley said he was amazed at the 


ability of the student participants to cap- 
ture the atmosphere of impeachment 
proceedings. Some of the things done by- 
students during the House Judiciary 
Committee phase of -he project an- 
ticipated things that actually happened 
later in Washington (like the release of 
the edited transcripts rather than the 
actual tapes requested by the commit- 
tee). 


Longley called the exercise the most 


successful simulation he has conducted 
in his nine years of teaching. Par- 
ticipants interviewed agreed that they 
worked long and hard to try and become 
the "senators" and members of the 
"House" that they were assigned. 


All of them called it a serious affair. 


Most of them said the materials they 


read and studied for the course con- 
vinced them that the real President 
Nixon should stand trial for impeach- 
ment in the real U.S. Senate. 


But most also said there was more to 


the impeachment process than they 
realized. And most, trying hard to put 
themselves in the shoes of the lawmakers 
who could someday be called on to vote 
on the impeachment or removal of the 
President, said they were struck by the 
lengths to which participants tried to be 
non-partisan and objective in their ac- 
tions. 


Dean of Academic Affairs Thomas 


Headrick. who wore a somewhat ill-fit- 
ting academic robe i n his role as the chief 
justice who is supposed to preside over 
an impeachment proceeding in the 
Senate, said he was "struck by how 
really difficult it is going to be to"prove 
some of the charges that are now being 
bandied about in the press." 


Headrick, an attorney who worked 


hard for former California Gov. Edmund 
"Pat" Brown in his successful campaign 
against Richard Nixon in 1962, said 
students might have been swayed more 
by their moral sensibilities than they 
were willing to admit. 


A chief piece of evidence in ihe three 


steps that the process took —the voting of 
a bill of impeachment by the House 
Judiciary Committee, the impeachment 
by the House and trial in the Senate —was 
the edited tape transcripts released by 
the President and dealing with several 
conversations he had with advisers over 
Watergate events. 


"Somebody who has got a high degree 


of moral sensitivity and an ability to read 
the English language" cannot help but 
feel Nixon guilty of wrongdoing after 
reading the transcripts, Headrick said. 


But he noted that the students aren't 


aware of what followed from the record- 
ed meetings, whether Nixon and his ad- 
visers followed up some of their talk with 
deeds. 


With four members of the "House" 


taking the part of congressmen and 
special impeachment counsel John Doar 
arguing for conviction, and three 
members of the President's legal staff 
playing the defense, the 23 students voted 
to acquit Nixon of the first of two articles 
of impeachment that came before them. 


Conviction came on the charge that 


Nixon directed that Watergate conspira- 
tor E. Howard Hunt Jr., be paid $75,000 in

professor, jewelry is a serious art 
form, considerably more important 
for its design and craftsmanship 
than for its intrinsic value. 


"The basic function of jewelry is 


for body adornment," he allows, 
"but 
the contemporary artist 


jeweler isn't overly concerned with 
function." 


Like a painting or a sculptuie, a 


piece of jewelry should stand alone 
on us merits, Brandt maintains. 
"You don't have to have a place to 
put it or a reason to wear it. It should 
look as good off as on the wearer " 


Today's mass-produced costume 


jewerly, treated as an adjunct to a 
costume, is a long, long way from 
Brandt's idea 


"You can bjy a pan of earrings to 


match a dress, sure, but earrings 
with intrinsic esthetic \alue you can 
wear with anything. 1 hey're good in 
themselves." 


A native of Kohler. Brandt said he 


"started out to be the great painter" 
when he oegan serious consideration 
of a career. He found ceramics in- 
triguing and took his master's 
degree !n thai art discipline in 1950. 
Shortly afterward, he discovered his 
fascination for work with metals and 
the creation of jewelry "It's mainly 
what I like to do and what I do best," 
he explained. 


By the mid-1950s. Brandt was cited 


among 80 contemporary jewelers

"They called my pieces 'strip 


plate' work, meaning I broke away 
from the flat design into a structural 
feeling," he said. One famous piece 
is a structure of copper tubing, goid 
plated and handsome as a pendant. 


He combines silvei and goid and 


copper, works with plastics and 
gemstones.

Brandt said inspiration for his iron

Another reason the alliance doesn't 


have a significant public image is that 
"the openness of the group depends on 
the members." Mark said "some are 
openly gay in public as well as private, 
but overall there's still a paranoia 
present. A lot of members fear for their 
jobs or reputations if they are found out. 
It's something very real we have to deal 
with." 


Mark said 
the paranoia usually 


decreases over time for people who are 
leading gay lives, but the feeling rarely 
disappears completely. "It's something 
every homosexual goes through, and it 
has to be done at their own rate." He 
said it's harder to overcome the paranoia 
in smaller communities, which is why so 
many homosexuals concentrate in la'rge 
cities. 


"We've lost some members who feel 


we don't do enough; we've lost others 
who feel we're too open and activist," 
Mark said. "As we gain experience and 
confidence, naturally we're moving 
toward more activism to remedy some of 
the biases that other gay organizations 
have already taken care of in larger ci- 
ties." He said activism can hardly be 
considered radical, and noted that 
members don't have to lend their help or

He 
said they are sometimes more rude to 
"straight" people than they need be. and 
cften are too quick to become defensive 
or protective. But, he said, "those reac- 
tions mainly have developed because of- 
ten they're necessary." He said most of 
the abuse gay people face is based on 
misconceptions and unwarranted fear. 
"People can call us despicable, radical, 
undesirable and even dangerous," Mark 
said. "But if they took a good look, and an 
objective look, at the gay world, they 
would have to change their minds."

Center residents get back Mb swing of life

An opportunity for Outagamie Countv 


Health Center residents to "find new 
worth in living" is the goal of a recentK 
inaugurated 
Self-Work 
Activities 


Program (SWAP), according to Willard 
Hogen, industrial therapy coordinator at 
the hospital 


Staffed by volunteers from the com- 


munity who have skills and knowledge 
they want to share w ith persons in a hos- 
pital setting, the program received a big 
boost recently with a $500 appropriation 
from the health center's board of trus- 
tees 


That initial grant will be used to 


purchase equipment and get the 
basement workshop outfitted so health 
center residents and vol unteers can work 
together on furniture refinishmg, small 
appliance repair, sewing, ceramics and 
other projects, Hogen said 


SWAP provides work activities for 


residents who want to and can work, but, 
because of retirement age or some 
disability, do not qualify for assistance 
from 
the 
Division 
of Vocational 


Rehabilitation or Sheltered Industries of 
Outagamie County, a program brochure 
states 


SWAP is open to all health center 


residents They enter the program upon 
the recommendation of hospital person- 
nel and the medical director, Hogen said 
"We'll put anybody in the program who 
will benefit from it," he added 


Too often, Hogen explained, persons 


who are institutionalized either are los- 
ing or have lost their sense of personal 
fulfillment 
and 
accomplishment 


because of their own particular circum- 
stances, their age or the hospital setting 
"They sit aiound and vegetate," he said 
Their productivity is taken away 


This program is designed to combat 


that "vegetation" process "These new 
work opportunities and interests give 
them a chance to work in areas with 
which they are familiar or never had a 
chance to get inv oh ed 


"SU AP breaks up their days It gets 


them off the wards and into a social, 
working atmosphere where they can 
communicate with others and feel 
useful," the coordinator said 


He is enthusiastic about the program 


"I really love it," he said "I'm getting 
these people to work again, to have a 
purpose in life outside of themselves " 


Initially, SWAP is working frcm 9 to 11 


a m and from 1 30 to 3 30 p m three 
days a week It will expand to five days a 
week as residents and volunteers 
become better acquainted with it 


Hogen, who has been planning the 


program for six months, said there are 
approximately 40 health center residents 
who could be involved in it 


But the success of the program hinges 


on the amount of community support 
SWAP gets Volunteers —persons of any 
age, but particularly those who are re- 
tired, who are skilled in small crafts 
trades or repair or painting work and 
want to share that knowledge —are 
needed badly, Hogen said He wants one 
volunteer to work with each four 
residents in the program 


But volunteer help isn't the only aspect 


of community support the program 
needs 


It is from the community that the 


items to be repaired and refurbished will 
come, Hogen said After they are fixed, 
community residents will pick them up 
and pay a small fee for the work done by 
the patients That money will be re- 
turned to the patients via a kitty-type 
setup Each patient shares equally Get- 
ting that small reward for a job well done 
will add to each patient's satisfaction,

Oshkosh and other schools wii! continue 
excavations this summer a; a western 
Wisconsin quarry used by Indians 
thousands of years as a source of 
materials for stone weapons and tools. 


Known as Silver Mound, the site is 


located in Jackson County, between 
Hixton and Alma Center. 


It is believed to be one of the state's 


oldest archeological sues, according to 
Dr. Alaric Faulkner. UWO assistant 
professor of anthropology and director 
of the university's summer nc-kl school 
in archeological techniques. 


"At least." he said, "'h-.-re is vir- 


tually no evidence of an earlier site in 
Wisconsin." 


Situated in a drifiless area of Wis- 


consin and 
u n d i s t u r b e d bv either 


glaciation or farming. Silver .Mount had 
never been professional'^- excavated 


until students began work last summer. 


This year's eight-week field school 


program will begin June 10. 


Faulkner said about half of the 25 


students enrolled in the field course are 
UWO students. The others come from 
colleges and universities in California, 
New York, Florida, Tennessee, New 
Jersey, Massachusetts and Illinois. 


Faulkner said there is evidence of 


Silver Mound quarrying of flintworking 
materials "over a vast segment of Wis- 
consin prehistory." 


Buried in seams of an inferior white 


quartzite are thin veins of a dark red 
quartziie. 
A r t i f a c t s made of that 


material, known as Hixton quartzite. 
are found throughout the Great Lakes 
region and up and down the Mississippi 
River Valley. 


Faulkner said the main emphasis of 


this summer's work will be to establish 


proof of unbroken occupation of Silver 
Mound dating back some 11,000 years to 
the paleo-lndians, big game hunters 
who were Wisconsin's first residents. 


Student archeoiogists will be looking 


for Hixton quartzite projectile points in 
association with the remains of extinct 
large game, such as the wooly mam- 
moth and certain species of bison. Such 
evidence would shed new lights on the 
hunting patterns and habits of early 
man in Wisconsin. 


They will also be searching for in- 


dications of use 
of Silver Mound 


materials by later Indians. 


UWO's f i f t h annual summer field 


school in archeology will continue 
through Aug. 3 and will probably be the 
final season at Silver Mound. 


Faulkner said visitors wili.be wel-

"Co-Hit No. 3: TEENAGE MOTHER" 
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Alcoholism program could help in 
dealing with adolescent drinkers

WINNEBAGO —Launched early in 


February, an innovative program of al- 
coholism treatment at Winnebagu Men- 
tal Health institute could prove useful in 
dealing with the problems of adolescent 
alcohol abusers. 


Officials of the U.S. Health. Education 


and Welfare Department's National ins- 
titute on Alcohol Abuse and Alcoholism 
say many young people appear 10 be 
turning away from hard drugs and 
toward alcohol. 


A good deal has been written about an 


alarming increase in teen-age drinking 
but not much about treatment and

Kubiak, chief of Winnebago's alcoholism 
unit. 


"We'd like to come up with some new 


and unique approaches" to alcohol ad- 
diction among 13 through 17-year-olds. 
she said. 


Although not legally old enough to 


drink, more and more children in that 
age range turn up drunk at school, at 
athletic events and" at teen-age dances. 


Whether adolescents can be- reached 


by traditional alcoholism treatment 
programs is questionable. 


Why is the incidence of hard drug use 


apparently dropping and use of alcohol 
on the increase? 


It may be that educational efforts 


about the hazards of drugs are getting 
through to young people. Liquor is easier 
to obtain, now that 18-year-olds can buy it 
legally and —illegally —pass it on to 
younger companions. 


And unless or until alcohol lands 


youngsters in trouble at school or with 
the law, parents are more likely to accept 
teen-age drinking than teen-age drug 
abuse. 


Winnebago Mental Health Institute 


calls the new alcoholism treatment 
project an Activity Emphasis Program 
(AEP). 


Its number one goal is to help the al- 


coholic "Build feelings of self worth," 
said Dan Malesevich, a WMHI social 
worker and program coordinator. 


"Manyalcoholics,"heexplained, "are 


caught in a cycle of having their drinking 
behavior increase their poor self image 
which, in turn, is a major factor in their 
continued drinking. 


"With improved feelings of self worth, 


a decrease in the need to drink should 
occur. 


The program stresses physical fitness, 


self reliance and constructive use of 
leisure time. 


There are now seven people in AEP, 


ranging in age from 22 to 59. Most are in 
their late 20s or early 30s, and all but one 
are men. 


Two patients were discharged —AEP 


staff members think of them 
as 


graduates of the program —last week. 
Three others graduated during the last 
two months. 


So far. there are no children or adoles- 


cents in the Activity Emphasis Program. 
Hopefully, there wii! be by this summer. 


Dr. Kubiak said efforts are being made 


tobring into the program an initial group 
of about six alcohol abusing adolescents 
from Wisconsin youth correctional insti- 
tutions. 


She hopes that firsthand experience 


with youths in AEP could lead to new 
techniques for working with young a'- 
coho! zbusers before they become adult 
alcoholics.

Designed to promote patients' self 


reliance, "this will be something that the 
men can look forward to and a reason to 
build themselves up physically," he 
said.

WASHINGTON (AP) -The evidence

The answer, at least in the minds of the 


38 members of the committee, could be 
an important factor in deciding whether 
they recommend the impeachment of 
President Nixon * 


For four days now they have been 


given a detailed presentation of evidence 
centering more on former White House 
aides than on Nixon. 


The activities of more than a score of 


the people around Nixon have been 
uaceu through the Watergate break-in, 
the cover-up, the collecting of money and 
its payment to Watergate defendants, 
the Senate Watergate Committee and 
grand jury investigations, and the trials 
resulting from it all. 


The failure of the evidence to involve 


Nixon directly has heartened his 
supporters and led to comments that the 
committee is finding nothing that could 
lead to his impeachment. 


The committee resumes its inquiry 


Tuesday, still behind closed doors. 


Vice President Gerald R. Ford said in 


an interview this past week that he 
thinks there is an even chance the 
committee will vote to impeach Nixon.

Dormant sprays used 
early may control insects 


You can use dormant sprays in early 


spring to start controlling insects before 
they can become a problem on trees and 
shrubs, according to University of 
Wisconsin-Extension Horticulturis't E. 
R. Hasselkus. 


Dormant sprays, 
which are 
ap- 


plied before the leaves come out, 
aren't hazardous to the environment. 


There are two types of dormant 


sprays — oil and lime-sulfur. Oil kills 
insects by plugging up their breathing 
pores and suffocating them. It degrades 
quickly when it reaches the soil. Lime- 
sulfer controls insects and also certain 
plant diseases. It washes off the plants 
and becomes a harmless part of the soil. 


These sprays control mites, scales 


and aphids. Mites are very tiny spider- 
like insects that suck plant juices. They 
commonly occur on silver maples, 
where they cause small, raised red 
lumps on upper leaf surfaces, roses and 
flowering crabapples. 


Scale insects have hard curved shells 


and usually form clusters along plant 


twigs and needles. Plants frequently 
infested with scale are pines, spruces, 
junipers, dogwoods, fruit trees, lilacs, 
and cotoneasters. 


Certain aphids form white or gray 


cottony patches on pine trunks and 
stems. 


Although the dormant sprays will 


damage young leaves, to be most effec- 
tive they should be applied just before 
the buds open in late March or early 
April, said Hasselkus. 


The dormant oil should be a 70 second

Plants should not be treated when 
they're wet, or when rain is expected. 
Be careful when applying lime-sulfer 
because it will stain painted surfaces.

I've made many reporting errors in my newspaper career and

involved public drunkenness. The police court justice would 
make handwritten notes of the defendant's name, address and 
fine. I'd'pick this up each morning and make a story out of it. 


The fact that each story must contain the basic elements of 


who, when and where had been drummed into my head 
repeatedly. It was forbidden to omit an aae or an address. So 
this particular day one John Jones was sent to the workhouse for 
30 days for drunkenness. But there was no address. Back at the 
office I researched the city directory. There was only one John 
Jones listed, so I inserted his address. Suffice to say that the 
person at that address turned out to be a Baptist minister and 
the head of the W.C.T.U. 


Well I never made that mistake again. But I pulled one 


several weeks ago which was also a "first." 


When I was writing that column about highway speeds ! 


called the district headquarters of the state highway patrol at 
Fond du Lac and talked to the officer in charge. And in the 
column I quoted him quite extensively regarding his thoughts on 
the subject. 


Several days later I received a call from him and he 


complimented me on the accuracy of my reporting. Except for 
one thing. I had indentified him as Captain John Sterba. Well it 
seems that Capt. Sterba has been promoted from head of this 
district to a job in Madison and is now Major John Sterba. The 
man I had been talking to was his successor, Capt. Wilbert 
DeGuire. 


I told Capt. DeGuire that it was very difficult to persuade a 


newspaper editor to admit he had made a mistake, and that as 
far as the public in this area was concerned he might have to 
remain Capt. Sterba. 


But then we took off on a new track and I have found a way 


around the problem. 


I really knew very little about the way the state patrol is 


organized, and I figured if I didn't know anything about it you 
readers probably didn't either. So Capt. DeGuire sent me charts 
showing the table of organization and who does what within 
the organization. 


The patrol is part of the Department of Transportation, which 


is headed by Secretary Norman Clapp, who is incidentally a 
graduate of Appleton High School and Lawrence University. 
The department is divided into five divisions of which the 
Division of Motor Vehicles is one. The others, for your infor- 
mation are aeronautics, highways, planning and business 
management. 


The administrator of the Division of Motor Vehicles is James 


O. Peterson. The division, in turn, has four bureaus, business 
management, driver control, enforcement, and vehicle regis- 
tration and licensing. The director of the Bureau of Enforcement 
is Col. Lew V. Versnik. He is the operating head of the state 
patrol. 


Two majors assist Col. Versnik, and one of these is our former 


district supervisor, now Maj. John Sterba. He is the chief of 
enforcement services. The chief of the field forces is Major 
Charles Litkey. 


There are eight patrol head districts in the state, our 


headquarters being at Fond du Lac. And that's where we get to 
our friend, Capt. Wilbert DeGuire. 


But while I'm at it let me also tell you that under Capt. 


DeGuire there are five troops, A through E, with a sergeant in 
command of each troop and eight officers in each unit. Troop 
F is headed by an inspector, and is staffed by 1 3 inspectors. 
There is also a communications unit and a headquarters unit. Lt. 
Jerome D. Klug is Capt. DeGuLre's executive officer. 


The district headquarters moved into a brand new facility at 


the intersection of U.S. Highways 41 and 151 last year. The 
state-owned facility replaces former rental quarters further 
north on U.S. 41. The basement is designed for emergency 
government operations-and is completely self-sustaining. 


And when the new building is dedicated, it v/ill be named in 


memory of Trooper Donald Pederson, who was killed in line of 
duty in Green Lake County Aug. 26, 1 972. He is the only officer 
in the history of the state patrol to lose his life in performance of 
duty. 


The politics of food

If food is becoming chronically short 


in the world, what does it mean for 
American foreign policy? What obliga- 
tions do we have to maintain our tradi- 
tional postwar role as granary for the 
world's hungry? What opportunities are 
still available to use food, as we have for 
more than a generation, as a political 
instrument, offering it as a carrot, 
denying it as a stick? Given the political 
and economic strength of the American 
farm sector, can there by any discre- 
tionary use of food for diplomatic pur- 
poses, or is the role of diplomacy simply 
to follow behind agriculture —rather as 
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the circus elephant —and clean up as 
best it can? 


These issues 
constitute 
largely 


unplowed ground. There has been little 
systematic thinking about the new 
relationship between agriculture and 
diplomacy. As Henry Kissinger conced- 
ed in his Senate confirmation hearing: 
"It is a new field for us. We had not in 
the past thought that agricultural ex- 
ports 
required 
foreign 
policy 


decisions." So Kissinger and the rest of 
us are going to have to learn about this 
area of international policy —the poli- 
tics of international food. 


Begin with American agriculture's 


productivity and its political power. 
Because of our natural endowment, our 
technology, and the talents of our 
farmers, the United States has long 
been capable of producing far more 
than it consumes. From the time of the 
Great Depression, the "farm bloc" was 
strong enough to assure that the 
government would protect farmers 
against swings and falls of income 
brought on by overproduction. For 
some 30 years, the government, by 
various means, took these surpluses off 
farmers' hands, either distributing 
them below cost in domestic or foreign 
markets, insulated as best as possible 
from commercial markets, or storing 
them. 


The best known program of this sort 


was the Agricultural Trade Develop- 
ment and Assistance Act of 1954, known 
as P.L. 480, or Food for Peace; under it, 
close to $30 billion of farm commodities 
have been distributed abroad. Many 
officials connected with P.L. 480 speak 
of it warmly as a humanitarian 
program. In fact, it was a program the 
government devised to get some poli- 
tical and economic use out of food that it 
was accumulating anyway for domestic 
political purposes. The international 
result was the same: the United States 
became the world's-"residual supplier" 
of agricultural commodities, the one 
place to turn to in emergencies. Both at 
home and abroad the notion spread that 
this was the normal and lasting state of 
affairs.

Surpluses: blessing 
or menace? 
In fact, it was not. The political context 


began to shift sharply in the 1960's. By 
the Supreme Court's one-man-one-vote 
ruling of 1962, for instance, the farm 
bloc's back was broken. Agriculture 
Secretary Earl Butz has described the 
impact: "Urban interests, consumer 
interests, welfare interests, and labor 
interests had become the muscle behind 
the Apolitical majority. Cheap food 
became much more important in the 
over-all consideration than farm in- 
come." This desperate (for farmers) si- 
tuation was redeemed in part by the 
Nixon farm legislation of 1970, and in 
greater part by the explosion of world 
food demand which took place at about 
that time. The technological revolution 
which created the "farm problem" by 
making over-production easy 40 years 
ago "is being over-taken by a revolution 
in consumer demand," Assistant Secre- 
tary Carroll G. Brunthaver, Jr. said 
happily last spring. He noted that in farm 
legislation passed in 1973, "the Congress 
rejected the idea of government stocks of 
grain in anthing more than a token 
amount." 


Quite so. The Congress may lack 


Butz's ideological zeal for the free 
market but it shares his conviction that 
surpluses (or "reserves" or "stocks") 
—whether accumulated on the domestic 
market or the foreign market — are not 
only a menace to prices but a heavy cost 
item in themselves. Commercial ex- 
ports are everything. 


The Agriculture Department, which 


maintains market intelligence officers 
("attaches") in some 600 foreign posts, 
quivers with pride and achievement 
now that exports have risen, this fiscal 
year, to an estimated $19 billion. 
"Agriculture can turn out to be 
America's ace in the hole" —to pay for 


oil, Butz claims. The farm sector's 
expected contribution to the balance of 
payments this year is about $10 billion. 


Food: for peace 
or politics? 


While commercial 
exports have 


climbed toward $20 billion, shipments 
under Food for Peace have dropped 
below 
$1 
billion. "The future 


mechanism for aiding food-deficit 
countries is," an Agriculture Depart- 
ment publication notes dryly, "uncer- 
tain." Now it is true that, for recipients, 
Food for Peace has not always been an 
unmitigated benefit: it has sometimes 
depressed their agriculture and has 
involved political and psychic costs. It 
has also become true in recent years, as 
Butz told me in an interview, that P.L. 
480 "is no longer primarily a surplus 
disposal program. It's for humanitarian 
purposes and for national security —to 
help infuse purchasing power into 
countries on our defense perimeter. 
South Vietnam is a case in point." 
Indeed, last year most 480 supplies went 
to Vietnam and to these other countries 
regarded, in varying degrees, as seg- 
ments of the American "defense 
perimeter": South Korea, 
Israel, 


Pakistan, and Indonesia. 


Nonetheless, through three decades, 


Food for Peace and its predecessor 
programs have fed hungry millions. 
They have nourished our better ins- 
tincts as a people. 


For 
three 
decades, 
moreover, 


American diplomats have used food as a 
political tool: to relieve the misery of 
our friends, to spare them the cost of 
buying food on the open market, and to 
help them keep popular discontent 
within politically manageable bounds; 
to show off American productivity and 
generosity; 
to bargain 
for other 


benefits; and so on. It is within this 
tradition of food diplomacy that ad- 
ministration officials now suggest that 
we may stop selling food to countries 
which won't sell us oil. 


Until quite recently, nonetheless, the 


idea of feeding hungry foreigners was 
fading for other than political reasons. 
The chairmen of the two agriculture 
committees, Senator Herman Talmadge 
and Representative W.R. Poage, are 
known for their conservative philosophy 
and their national, as opposed to inter- 


national, outlook; they both have 
pronounced themselves content with 
America's past and present perfor- 
mance on food aid. Food for Peace is "a 
drain on American dollars," Poage 
said, "and it should be treated as just 
another kind of foreign aid like 
medicine or printing presses." Even in 
the State Department, the attitude was 
growing more negative. "Food for 
Peace was based on the ethnocentric 
idea that we could pacify the world by 
food," a State Department official said 
to me last summer at a time when 
Bangladesh was begging, largely in 
vain, for a trickle of wheat. "Now our 
thinking is that feeding the world is an 
international problem, maybe one for 
the United Nations. 


A World food reserve 


In fact, Food for Peace must be con- 


sidered all but defunct. Only last 
summer did a "new" idea appear for a 
program or mechanism to fill its chief 
purpose of easing world hunger. The idea 
was a "world food reserve" and it came 
from A. H. Boerman, the Dutchman who 
is Director General of the U. N. Food and 
Agriculture Organization. To be sure, 
the idea of a planned reserve is not new. 
A report prepared in the Senate Agricul- 
ture Committee recalls that, as early as 
1912, Henry A. Wallace cited the Biblical 
story of Joseph storing grain against 
famine, and the Confucians' creation of a 
"constantly normal granary" in China, 
in order to urge a similar food storage 
plan upon the United States. In 1944, 
John Boyd-Orr, the Food and Agricul- 
ture Organization's (FAO) first chiefi 
proposed a plan for purchase and storage 
of international food reserves. 


His plan foundered on the same rocks 


that have endangered all like proposals 
since, whether the reserves be meant for 
the domestic or international market. 
That is, essentially, the fear of producers 
everywhere that at some point the 
reserves will be dumped on the market, 
thus depressing the prices. In the United 
States, the farm bloc for many years had 
the strength not only to induce the 
government to buy surpluses but to keep 
them off the market. Farmers, though 
politically weaker now, make the same 
appeal, the more so in a period of strong 
market demand and high prices. And 
officials who are indifferent to the wel-

fare of farmers are slowed by the high 
costs of buying and storing food for a 
reserve and by the idea, encouraged by 
the Agriculture Department, that the 
United States has done plenty in the past 
and that other developed countries, to 
say nothing of the developing countries 
themselves, should do more now. 


Now, Boerma, offering his proposal in 


July, helped publicize the great need to 
which his proposal was addressed. 


But given the political and economic 


facts of life in Washington, a spark was 
needed to give the idea life within the 
American government. Such a spark 
could only be struck by people outside 
the American agricultural 
establish- 
ment. 


This was done on September II, at the 


former's confirmation hearing, by 
Secretary of State Kissinger and Sena- 
tor Hubert Humphrey. Humphrey first" 
started talking about reserves in the 
1950's. Senator 
Edward Kennedy, 


among" others, now brings publicity and 
support to the idea, but Humphrey has 
been the commanding figure among the 
handful of legislators with not only an 
internationalist outlook and a cons- 
cience but with farm expertise. As 
chairman of the Senate's Foreign 
Agricultural Policy Sub-committee, he 
has produced a prodigious public record 
on issues of world food security. As a 
member of the Foreign Relations Com- 
mittee, he conducted this colloquy with 
Kissinger, 
a city boy through-and 


through: 


HUMPHREY: 
Would you ini- 


tiate, after consultation with the 
Secretary of Agriculture, the 
Secretary of Commerce, and ob- 
viously with the President, a 
discussion amongst the main 
exporting nations and the main 
importing nations as to what we 
are going to do in the coming 
year to relieve conditions of 
human misery and, in some 
areas, famine, in the light of the 
world food supply situation? 


KISSINGER: You know, Senator 
Humphrey, that your suggestion 
runs counter to all our tradi- 
tional attitudes with respect to 
agriculture. 


HUMPHREY: Correct.

when the Democratic state convention is held at LaCrosse 
early next month. 


He will be the keynote speaker at the rally of delegates -a 


role that he has filled on many other occasions. 


Theme of the convention will be another testimonial to his 


rank in the affairs of his party, and his role in its evolution. It 
will celebrate the 25th anniversary of the founding of the

The horrifying episode in northern Israel where three 


Palestinian guerrillas took 85 teenage students as hostages 
nas Drought the nightmare into reality. Sixteen of the youths 
were killed when Israeli troops stormed the school just half 
an hour before the terrorists said they would blow up the 
building with all the hostages inside. 


Terrorism like this is extremely difficult to fight Only a 


tew unscrupulous people are needed. There were but a 
nandful who kidnapped and killed the Israeli athletes at 
Munich. Reportedly there are less than thirty members of 
tne bymbionese Liberation Army and onlv three or four of 
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Army may have sympathizers in the south -and probably 
many more in the United States -but the active terrorists 
are few. This makes them difficult to detect. The damage 
that they do is far out of proportion to their numbers. 


Israel has tried to hold a country like Lebanon responsible 


for the terrorists operating within its borders. England and 
Northern Ireland have charged that the Republic of Ireland 
at least until recently, didn't take firm enough measure-;' 
against IRA members who sought sanctuary south of the 
border. To some extent there have been grounds for such 
actions. Arab countries which actually applauded the 
activities of hijackers were especially despicable. It was 
something that Cuba found embarrassing eventually after a 
tew exploitations of planes that landed in Havana. 


( In the long run it probably has been the failure of 


legitimate" governments that has encouraged terrorists. 


The latter are able to convince at least themselves with 
some validity that governments in control have also used 
deceit, force and cruelty to maintain themselves in power 
The grievances of some terrorists are real enough and they 
have been unable to find redress through proper channels' 
They have been encouraged by other governments, some- 
times surreptitiously, sometimes openly. 


The huge danger in the Middle East is that even more 


rigid and vengeful governments will come in both Israel and 
the Arab nations. This could lead to a renewal of open 
hostilities that even Secretary Kissinger would not be able 
to halt. The large nations could be drawn in because of the 
need for oil. 


Essentially it has been the failure of both Israel and the 


Arab nations to find a peace settlement and that of the 
United States, Europe and the Soviet Union for not working 
one out that has led to success for Palestinian terrorists. 
The latter may be an especially virulent symptom of 
disillusion with government that has obviously happened in 
much of the Western world.

Who pays the lawyers? 


The last year in American political happenings has been 


both good and bad for American lawyers. On the one hand, 
they have plenty of business or at least a great many of them 
are employed by all sides. On the other, some have looked 
pretty shoddy, their professional ethics under question. 


Now the question of who pays is being increasingly raised. 
Tom Wicker, columnist for the New York Times, last 


September asked "why shouldn't federal judges have some 
discretion to assign part of the defense costs to the govern- 
ment . . . when the prosecution is blatantly unnecessary?" 
Wicker was commenting upon the case of the Gainesville 
Eight, men charged with conspiracy to disrupt the 1972 
Republican convention. 


William F. Buckley, columnist and publisher of National 


Review, writes regarding the Mitchell-Stans case, "I find it 
an inexplicable outrage that men prosecuted by the 
government, and found not guilty by the jury, should be left 
short of the money to defend themselves." Buckley's and 
Wicker's politics differ but their complaints are the same 
Are we actually seeing trials brought for purely political 
reasons? If so, why should the victims have to bear the 
financial burden? 


Indigent defendants receive free legal help although it 


may be that the quality is sometimes in question. Defen- 
dants also have the possibility of claiming false arrest or 
perhaps even suing prosecutors in flagrantly outrageous 
cases. But these avenues are generally remote. And they 
would in most cases require a further outlay of monev for 
legal help. 


There have been other cases of family resources all but 


depleted in court struggles of various kinds. It is difficult to 
figure out how the government can be expected to pick up 
the tab every time. Yet certainly defendants unjustly 
charged are at a disadvantage. 


The best possible solution is to make sure that no 


government agency operates at the bidding of purely 
political forces. Whether it is a racially-motivated city 
council, a statehouse with contracts to award or withhold, or 
a President fearful of campus riots, they should not be able 
to manipulate law'enforcement. 


This ideal may never be fully realized. But we can work at 
it.

Years ago Charles Lindberg demonstrated the value of 


aerial photography in archeology when some of his pictures 
taken over Yucutan revealed unknown Mayan temples It 
continues to be amazing that some constructions have 
impact to modern man only from the air. 


This mystery has been used in the now famous Chariot of 


the Gods, one of the factors suggesting that centuries ago 
beings from other planets came to earth. Whether that 
theory has any merit or not, it is true that only from the air 
have some finds been made 


Deep in the mountains and jungles of the Andes early 


pilots found a large stone figure that could be a monkey or 
a spider. In South America too are the strange markings on 
barren mesas that do have a resemblance to airport guiding 
lines. In England there are pre-histonc figures giant in size 
covering several acres, of men and women and one called 
the White Horse. In Peru the outlines of massive forts and 
cities were discovered from the air. 


Aerial photography in archeology isn't limited to the 


lengthy constructions whose earlier meaning are in doubt 
either. Buried canals and walls and the outlines of roads 
long grown over can often be seen. Failure of fields of crops 
to thrive m exactly the same way may indicate that a buried 
artifact of some size is affecting the growth. "A good way to 
understand the process is to think of a person on his hands 
and knees on an oriental rug.

I'd like to tell the people of this area 


about a group of people who do a lot of 
good for the community. Their aim is to 
help all those who have a need but have 
no one to turn to. These volunteers work 
from (heir own homes, they remain 
anonymous to those they help, and their 
only reward is the satisfaction of know- 
ing they helped someone in a time of 
need. They give of their time and ser- 
vices free of charge. There is no pay or 
reimbursement made to them. Some of 
these volunteers give one day a month 
that they promise to be on call, some a 
half day, and others give whatever time 
they can. There are also aides who help 
out whenever they can, but don't have a 
specific day or time. The three opera- 
tors who man the phones do so from 
their own homes, and they are han- 
dicapped. They also donate their ser- 
vices.

A World Food 
Conference 


Less than two weeks after his confir- 


mation hearing, Kissinger went to the 
United Nations and proposed a World 
Food Conference along the precise lines 
suggested by Humphrey. This was, I am 
prepared to believe, more than a ges- 
ture to show the Third World gallery 
that the United States is interested in 
countries even if they are big and rich 
enough to be part of the balance of 
power. It was an acknowledgment more 
meaningful for having been made in a 
political forum and in the expectation of 
indefinite food shortages, that the Unit- 
ed States regards the world food situa- 
tion as an urgent issue demanding an 
international solution and transcending 
the complex ongoing questions of 
agricultural trade. The Conference will 
be held in Rome next November under 
the auspices of the United Nations, with 
technical assistance by the FAO. 


Games fhe 
Russians play 


The Soviet Union needs a separate 


word. Detente has brought the Russians 
into the world grain market. Their 
resources allow them to make a huge 
impact on world supplies and prices. 
More than any other single factor, it 
was the Russian purchases of 1972 
which left the United States able to 
respond only stingily to emergency ap- 
peals 
from 
West 
Africa 
and 


Bangladesh. Those countries could well 
have concluded that detente is a cons- 
piracy of the rich against the poor. The 
1972 
purchases also contributed to 


boosting food prices here and el- 
sewhere. Yet the Russians still play an 
irresponsible 
loner's 
game.

carryover stocks: their size indicates 
whether a country facing a bad harvest 
or an unexpected surge in demand will 
go on the world market. The Russians 
keep stock information secret. Not even 
the bilateral Soviet-American agricul- 
tural agreement signed at the second 
summit obliges them to report in that 
critical area. (That agreement was 
signed, by the way, before Kfssinger 
started getting wise to agriculture.) Nor 
do the Russians take an organized part 
in international efforts to feed the 
hungry. They shun the FAO. Presuma- 
bly, the World Food Conference will 
help smoke them out. 


Just what will come out next 


November, at the Conference, is hard to 
say. I would guess that we are only at 
the beginning of composing a national 
policy consistent at once with our best 
instincts, with our producers interests, 
and with our gather-rig awareness that 
we live in a world which may force us 
into new patterns both of cooperation 
and competition in order to assure our- 
selves the resources necessary for our 
national life. Until now, our thinking 
and policy on resources have assumed 
either an adequate domestic supply or 
adequate foreign access. In this condi- 
tion of plenty, we could indulge a casual 
and unplanned approach. But we seem 
now to be entering a period of shor- 
tages, world or national. George 
McGovern, a farm state politician and 
former Food for Peace administrator,, 
told the Senate last August: 


"We have chosen commercial sales of 


wheat to the Soviet Union over guaran- 
tees of an adequate diet for those im- 
poverished Americans who subsist on 
surplus commodities. We have chosen, 
at least indirectly, to feed American 
livestock — in support of our taste for 
meat over grain — instead of meeting 
desperate human needs in West Africa, 
South Asia and elsewhere. We are 
forced to such results because we 
simply have no policy for choosing 
which needs to fill and which to ignore 
when we cannot fill them all."

Wausau called himself a foe of abortion, 
but censured the proposed amendment. 


"One of the problems is that it would 


rriake it illegal to perform an abortion to 
save the life of the mother," he said, 
declaring he is unwilling "to prohibit a 
woman or her doctor from acting to save 
her own life."

If you are considered a sure thing to 


trump your partner's ace or if you can't 
quite dig chess or the strategy of 
checkers, you may still be a winner at 
backgammon. 


So says world champion player Tim 


Holland, 41, a stockbroker. 


"You don't need to feel insecure 


playing a superior player as you do with 
most other games because the element 
of luck is involved, one reason for the 
game's increasing popularity," he says. 


Holland was discussing the ancient 


game, a favorite of the Greeks, Romans 
and Persians, and why it took so long to 
catch on in the United States. It was 
sequestered in the tight inner circles of 
the dinner-dress crowd, he says. Now it 
is played in restaurants, living rooms, 
bki imib, ueaui auubeb anu Dack yards,. 


The game's appeal for busy 


Americans may be also that it can be 
terminated in five minutes if necessarv. 
But you can play for five hours or five 
days if you have the time, he points out 


•Fifteen stones (men) are moved 


around the 24 points on a board at the roll 
of a dice. It need not be a fancy board - 
the back of a dime-store checker board 
often has a layout. One need not be a 
master of strategy as might be required 
in other games and the best player 
doebii't win all the time. Holland has 
been beaten by amateurs, including his 
own 12year-old son, Tim, who lives with 
his wife, now Mrs. Johnny Carson. 


The almost-even chance of winning 


satisfies the American's yen for 
gambling with play stakes or real 
money A player sensing victory can 
double, re-double and re-redouble, 
adding intrigue to the play. It is an easy 
game to learn. It takes only about 10 
minutes, according to Holland's beau- 
tiful wife, Lona 


Holland had been asked so many- 


thousands of questions about the game, 
however, that he wrote a book, "Begin- 
ning Backgammon" and devised a 
self-teaching game, Autobackgammon. 
The 60 games involving 2,700 moves are 
indelibly impressed on his mind, he 
says. It took him 600 hours to put it 
together. 


Tournaments sizzle with suspense 


without the tension of strategy games 
like chess. You can become a better 
backgammon player by playing with 
super players —there is skill involved - 
but "two equalized players" are on an 
even-steven basis because of the element 
of luck, he says. 


Holland began playing tournaments in 


1967 and has had some phenomenal 
winning streaks. He retired London's 
Clarernont Club's tournament cup by 
winning three years in succession, much 
to the club's consternation — they had 
expected the handsome trophy to be 
intact, perhaps for generations. 


Right now Calcutta Auctions are 


adding to the excitement. Bits of players 
or whole players in a tournament are 
bought by bidders 


Up until five-or-so years ago the game 


was being played mainly in posh Fifth 
Avenue drawing rooms or such clubs as 
the Everglades in Palm Beach, he says.

You Need Not Be Present to Win 
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Many students entering 
law school are 'illiterate'

Gobbledygook in some legal papers 


isn't contrived to mystify or confound 
clients. A great many lawyers simply do 
not know how to phrase a sentence, says 
Judith T. Younger, the new dean of Syr- 
acuse Law School. 


In fact, a great many students who en- 


ter law schools are illiterate, insists Mrs. 
Younger, a pretty, petite 40-year-old bru- 
nette, one of five women law deans in the 
United States. Writing and verbal skills 
should be basic tonis of tawvorc c^o ov_ 
plained, and she aims to do something 
about it. 


"Deans often get themselves in hot wa- 


ter by announcing radical changes in law 
schools without consulting their faculty 
-after all, running a law school is really 
a faculty matter. But I do feel that law 
schools must place more curricular time 
and effort on writing and verbal skills. 
Many students haven't the foggiest no- 
tion of basic grammatical concepts. 
Many can not write a grammatical Eng- 
lish sentence clearly and with style, but 
neither can they utter one." 


In law schools the tendency is to say that 


these things should have been taught in 
first grade, and she agrees. 


"But if it isn't taught, we must teach 


them or at least try to correct the worst 
errors." 


The elements of good legal writing 


should be the same as good literature, she 
points out. Law is a branch of letters, not a 
science. 


Students should also learn from faculty 


how to use the library. As it is now, she 
says, only a select group of students learn 
or they learn from other students. At Syr- 
acuse they have the opportunity through 
a computer to locate a book in any library 
in the United States. 


Lawyers' opportunities exist in busi- 


ness, banking, government, corporate le- 
gal departments, politics at every level, 
in addition to private practice, but com- 
petition for law school admission is keen 
—there are at least 10 applicants for ev- 
ery available place. She encourages pre- 
law students not to be discouraged. 


"Different admission committees find 


different subjective factors important. 
Between acceptances at the top and the 
rejection floor there is a big middle area 


of applicants where discretion might be 
exercised. One set of admitting officers 
might choose the captain of a college 
cheer leader squad, another might prefer 
the person who had involved himself in 
community action programs in under- 
privileged areas." 


Mrs. Younger has had a wide variety of 


experience. After graduating No. 1 in her 
class both in high school and from Cornell 
University School of Industrial and Labor 
Relations where she was on scholarship, 
she hoped to be a management or union 


a small electrical manufacturing con- 
cern. 


"My first contract negotiation resulted 


in a five-week strike," she explained, 
good humoredly. "If I were to go further 
in labor relations, I decided, I needed a 
law degree." 


At New York University she was one of 


two women in her freshman class. The 
other dropped out. 


"Now 
25 per cent are likely to be 


women, a trend that started during the 
Vietnam War when law schools became 
nervous and encouraged women to come 
to classes." 


She expects her first classes at Syr-

BALTIMORE (AP) -His trainer calls 


him a one-run horse. And that one run 
made Little Current a runaway winner 
Saturday in the S209.000 Preakness. 


"This is a one-run horse." trainer Lou 


Rondinello told jockey Miguel Rivera. 


"Wait. wait, wait." 
Rivera waited cooly, even when Little 


Current couldn't get through w i t h 
five-sixteenths of a mile l e f t . Tin 
patience paid off. 


Little Current stormed through on the 


rail and ran away from the field which 
included K e n t u c k y Derby w i n n e r 
Cannonade. At the finish he was seven 
lengths in front of longshot Neopolitan 
Way with Cannonade another length 
back. 


••Winning the Preakness was the one 


thing ! really wanted." said owner John 
G a l b r e a t h , w h o added t h a t L i t t l e 
Current d e f i n i t e l y w i l l run in the 
Belmont Stakes. 


He and trainer Rondinello also wanted 


Rivera to ride Little Current, who had 
finished fifth in the Derby with a big 
stretch run u n d e r Bobby Ussery. 
Rondinello said he and Galbreath had 
asked Sigmond Summer and Frank 
"Pancho" Martin. Rube The Great's 
owner and trainer, for permission to 
take Rivera as their first-call rider. 


Rivera, who rode Little Current to a 


fourth-place finish in the Blue Grass, 
also credited his good friend Angel 
Cordero with playing a part in getting 
the chance to win the Preakness' 


Cordero. who had ridden Cannonade in 


the Derby and Preakness, had ridden 
Little Current in his first nine races. 


"I don't speak too good English, but 1 


want to say thanks to Mr. Galbreath and 
Angel Cordero who steered him to me." 


For a time in the upper stretch it 


appeared Cannonade might keep alive 
his chances for the Triple Crown, but 
those chances evaporated in the final 
eighth of a mile as Little Current simply 
ran away. 


Buck's Bid's hopes for the Preakness 


vanished when he stumbled coming out 
of the gate and threw rider Don Mac- 
Beth. MacBeth apparently was unhurt. 


Little Current, who had" finished fifth 


in the Kentucky Derby after making a 
big stretch run, beat Neopolitan Way to 
the finish by a widening seven lengths.

He wasn't among those eligible to 


shoot for the pole on the final day. He had 
blown an engine in practice last Satur- 
day morning and failed to make it to the 
q u a l i f y i n g l i n e before the 11 a.m. 
deadline. He said then, and he repeated 
Saturday, that he didn't think he was 
treated fairly. 


Rutherford, who set track record 


speeds of 199,071 mph and 198.413 for 
four laps last year, might have done even 
better when he finally got his chance. 


He made his run after the track had 


been shut down for 3 hours and 37 
minutes because of rain. 


"The conditions weren't the best," 


Rutherford said. "But it really doesn't 
matter. We couldn't run for the pole, 
though 1 would have liked to have 
.smoked him (Foyt) just this one time." 


Of the 10 drivers eligible to shoot Foyt 


down, three-year man Mike Hiss of 
Tustin, Calif., made the best —and most 
unexpected-try. 


Later, however, Chief Steward Tom 


Binford ordered Johncock's Patrick 
Racing Team Eagle, impounded. He 
said a "tell-tale" gauge indicated the 
possibility that Johncock's machine had 
exceeded the maximum 80 inches of 
pressure allowed in its turbocharger. 


Binford said tests would be run 


Sunday before any announcement would 
be made of whether the car was legal.

Dick Simon, a Mormon elder from Salt 


Lake City and father of eight children, 
landed the inside fourth row spot 
Saturday with a speed of 184.502 m.p.h. 
He joins earlier qualifiers Gary Bet- 
tanhausen, who is Hiss' teammate, and 
young Jimmy Caruthers in that row. 


Among Saturday's other qualifiers 


was David "Salt" Walther, victim of a 
flaming crash during one of last year's 
abortive starts. 


Walther qualified in the middle of the 


fifth row with a speed of 183.927 m.p.h. 
and commented: "It was my fault that 
I didn't go faster; the car was capable of 
doing it. But I think it was preity good for 
a guy who is getting a second chance, one 


that the good lord gave me." 


Walther spent two months in hospitals 


recovering from nearfatal burns after 
last year's accident and now drives with 
a part of his left hand missing. 


Hiss revealed that his McLaren ran the 


four laps somewhat short of the 80 
pounds of pressure allowed on the exotic 
turbochargers the Indy cars use. 


"We used the standard, official 


'pop-off valve and pressure plates 
installed by track stewards in the 
morning practice," Hiss said.

State board 
OKs snagging 
of trout, salmon 


Post-Crescent Madison bureau 


MADISON -Persuaded that public 


opinion will support the change, the state 
Board 
of Natural 
Resources 
has 


authorized the taking of trout and salmon 
by "foul hooking" on all streams flowing 
into Lake Michigan and Green Bay. 


Official,-; told the board that "foul 


hooking" is the equivalent of what is 
known colloquially as "snagging," bul 
the latter word is generally thought to 
have unfavorable connotations. 


The issue was put to spring hearings of 


the Wisconsin Conservation Congress 
with substantial statewide support of 
fishermen and other sportsmen, the na- 
tural resources board was told. 


Fishery managers explained that 


heretofore the streams in which such 
hooking was permitted were set out in 
board orders, but that there were 
flagrant violations of the rule as fisher- 
men took fish from unlisted streams al- 
so, and especially some of those flowing 
into Green Bay. The rules were so widely 
defied that officials concluded that 
prosecutions would be impracticable. 


For the uninitiated members of the 


policy board, fishery administrators 
explained that the lake fish migrate up 
the streams for spawning and to die, so 
that the taking of the fish by sportsmen 
with special hooks is a matter of using 
rather than wasting a resource. 


The new rule, to take effect in the fall, 


will permit fishermen to take fish from 
the stream as far inland as the first dam 
on each of them.

Green Bay Packers ranked 25th in 
the National Football League in 
passing and last year they were 22nd. 


Bearing the brunt of the criticism 


for those paltry statistics have been

Roughing it in Wisconsin's wil- 


derness makes me sick! 


Maybe I'm too much of a purist. I 


thought a lot about that while fishing 
Wisconsin's trout season opening 
along the Pine River and LaSalle 
Falls in Florence County. 


I thought about it as I drove the 135 


miles back to Appleton, and I feel 
even stronger about it now. 


I'm sick because there is hardly a 


place where we haven't misused 
God's gift of wilderness and its many 
wonders. 


I sat atop gray shale canyons as

beaver felled a white ash fully two 
feet in diameter and skidded it down 
a s'.eep hillside. I walked in the 
woods and breathed deeply of sweet 
fern, pine a~nd enjoyed hepatica; 
found triiiiums about to blossom and 
watched the sun dance about puffy 
white clouds casting newly budded 
trees in delicate shades of green. 


I waded for trout in cold, fast run- 


ning waters and stepped over beer 
cans, bottles and assorted junk. 


I climbed those shale cliffs only to 


find the debris of man in plastic food 
wrappers, cigaret packs, discarded 
lunch bags and flip-top rings from 
their beer and soda. The cans had 
long since ended up somewhere in 
the fury of the falls. 


In the beauty of a campsite I saw- 


majestic white birch stripped of 
bark and starving to death for lack of 
lifegivingsap. 


Campsites back in the woods fully

Trout, coho 'imprinted' 
with special smell 


Nestled in northern Waupaca County 


along County Trunk G and just northeast 
of Little Falls is Keller Lake, a quiet spot 
ideal for a picnic and also offering some 
good fishing opportunities. 


Keller Lake is fed by the cold waters of 


the Pigeon River which also flows out of 
the lake on the south. 


It was an overcast, rainy Tuesday 


morning when Mary Van Asten, Karen 
Vander Velden and your reporter headed 
for Keller Lake. The girls are students at 
Little Chute High School and were par- 
ticipating in a special vocations dass 
project lined up by their teacher Mrs. 
Cheryl Coots. 
. The whole outing started one afternoon 
when Mary called and said she and 
Karen had been given my name as part of 
the class project to spend the day "on the 
job" to see how one goes about getting a 
story. After making the big choice over a 
day in the office or a day "out of doors" 
we agreed to head out about 8:30 Tuesday- 
morning. 


Keller Lake was picked because it was 


a spot I had wanted to fish for quite some 
time, but never found the opportunity. 
There are some excellent trout streams 
in the area and on most occasions when 
we were near Little Falls it would be on a 
stream.

Only one other angler was fishing the 


lake when we arrived. The old gent was 
seated on a picnic table bench and con- 
tently watching a pair of bobbers floating 
on the water. 


We rigged spinning rods with small 


hooks and a piece of split shot, attaching 
a bobber about four or five feet up the line 
and sailed them out using garden worms 
and nightcrawlers for bait. 


While trout were our primary target, 


Mary didn't waste much time in bringing 
in a nice smallmouth black bass. That 
seemed to set off a chained reaction as in 
the next hour we caught six different 
species of fish, including one nice brook 
trout. The others included sunfish, 
bluegill, rock bass and a bullhead. 


Many of the fish we caught were small 


and returned to the water. Nevertheless 
there was action almost all the time. 


We found that the picnic area at Keller 


Lake includes a nice park shelter in case 
of rain. Picnic tables are available in 
various parts of the park and it's an ideal 
spot for youngsters to get a chance to 
catch a fish. 


Mary and Karen have not said what 


type of rating they received on their 
report after the trip, but we did have a 
good time in the outdoors and found 
Keller Lake to be a spot we'd like to visit 
again.

Coho madness. Trout mania. The coho 


craze. No matter what you call it, Great 
Lake sports fishing fever seems to be 
reaching epidemic proportions. 


The spring anglers are, once again, out 


in full force on Lakes Michigan and 
Superior. And. if past trends are any 
guide, this promises to be the fisher- 
man's biggest year ever. 


The recent growth in this activity has 


been staggering. In 1969, when sports 
fishing fever first hit the Great Lakes, 
30,000 fish were caught on Lake Michigan 
in Wisconsin. 


But last year, over 200,000 or six times 


that many were reeled in. In fact, the 
lake trout and salmon caught by anglers 
in the lake last year amounted to a 
whopping 1,500,000 pounds. 


The remarkable thing is that none of 


these fish were hatched in the lake —all 
have been put there by man. 


"This is a 'put and take' fishery right 


now," says Ron Poff of Wisconsin's 
Department of Natural Resources. 


"We raise trout, coho and chinook sal- 


mon in hatcheries and plant them in 
Michigan and Superior as fingerlings, 
when they are just a few inches long," 
Poff explains. "Then they grow up in the 
lakes and are ultimately harvested by 
the fishermen." 


All of this began in the mid-1960s when 


Michigan, and later other states, began 
planting stocks of native lake trout and 
Pacific coho and chinook salmon. 


Their goal was to revitalize the devas- 


tated lake fisheries, hard hit by the sea 
lamprey invasion which had wiped out 
large numbers of lake trout 
and 


whitefish. 


With the lamprey finally under con- 


trol, the states decided to stock the lakes 
with sports fish and see if they could 
generate some new interest in the 
region's fisheries. 


Their gamble paid off, and today Great 


Lakes sports fishing is a multi-million 
dollar business. 


This year, the Wisconsin DNR, alone, 


will plant over three million young trout 
and salmon, says Poff. 


In planting this year's fish, the DNR 


plans to . try a new technique, developed 
recentlyat the University of Wisconsin in 
Madison. 


This involves imprinting the young 


fingerlings to a chemical odor, prior to 
their release and then drawing the fish 
back as spawning adults, some years 
later. They will do this by dripping small 
amounts of the imprinting chemical into 
lakes at various points along the shore. 


The U.W. scientists have discovered 


that the fish remember the chemical 
odor and home in on it as migrating 
adults. The technique has worked 
amazingly well in the experiments done 
so far. 


"This new method has two advantages 


over our present method of holding the 
fish in smoking ponds," says Poff. 


First, he says, fish can be released in 


urban areas, like South Milwaukee, 
which do not have adequate facilities for 
smoking ponds. 


Second, it means that the fish can be 


attracted or decoyed to fishing piers, 
breakwater of shoreline parks just by 
dripping in the synthetic odor at these 
sites. "This would spread out the sports 
fishing pressure," says Poff. "and 
eliminate some 
of 
the crowding 


problems that have arisen along some of 
our coho streams. 


This spring, the DNR is using the odor 


imprinting technique on about 150,000 
fish. If it proves successful, they plan to 
widen these efforts further and other 
states may follow suit. 


The Great Lakes sports fishing boom 


has not been without its problems - 
among them, crowding, boating ac- 
cidents and conflicts with the commer- 
cial fishery. Nevertheless, it seems here 
to stay.

A career assured 


The basketball season finally is over and with the Mil- 


waukee Bucks in the playoffs, interest in this area for 
television coverage was high. From my own observations, 
plus numerous comments from other viewers, the perfor- 
mance of the CBS broadcasting team was excellent. 


Standing out was Rick Barry, an active player whose 


team, the Golden State Warriors, was eliminated before 
playoffs began. CBS was not happy with Elgin Baylor, 
retired NBA great who had done "color" work during the 
regular season, so he was fired. Barry's services were 
obtained for the playoffs. Judging by the manner in which 
he acquitted himself, Rick has a career assured when he 
retires. 


Not only did Barry analyze games well, avoiding cliches 


and showing good insight, he projected an image of con- 
fidence and a pleasant personality that viewers latched onto 
immediately. I'm sure CBS will seek his services when 
Barry retires, but that could be two to five years away. 


I'll admit that when CBS won the NBA TV pact away from 


ABC, 
I was skeptical. I was afraid their basketball coverage 


would be the same sort of ho-hum technical work which 
made their coverage of pro football pale by comparison with 
NBC's and ABC's. Then, when Pat Summerall was listed as 
anchorman, I was more worried. Pat was a good announcer; 
that I knew. But he had been a pro football player and had 
to prove to me he could handle basketball play-by-play, 
which is much faster. I thought Baylor, with his expertise, 
would contribute more than he did. He turned out to be 
bland and never really got into any depth on play analysis. 
The other member of the team, Hot Rod Hundley, I was 
familiar with through his association with TVS broadcasts, 
but I was surprised when he was used only for pre-game, 
halftime and post-game interviews. 


Summerall did very well, Hundley was good in the limited 


airtime he had, but Baylor bombed. Then, along came 
Barry. Rick is outspoken and is not at all shy to name 
players who were playing poorly as well as praising 
outstanding performances. Unlike many 
players-turned- 


announcers, he was not afraid to say a controversial 
referee's decision was good, nor would he hesitate pointing 
out an official's mistake. Of course, he had the advantage of 
slow motion, instant replay, but more often than not, his 
observations from his court level view before he saw the 
replay were valid. He is observant, has a good eye and is 
familiar with all the players in the playoffs. 


Barry is able to comment from firsthand knowledge of 


each player's abilities because he still is active. When he 
retires, if he is hired as an announcer, he will be able to 
carry this advantage one or two seasons. Then, the influx of 
new personnel will take away his one-on-one knowledge of 
newcomers and his commentary could lose a little sparkle. 


But for my money, I'd be willing to take that risk because 


Rick Barry looks like one of the best broadcasting finds to 
come out of player ranks in any sport for many years. Even 
Bill Russell, whose color work for ABC was outstanding, 
lacked the articulate manner of Barry's presentation. 
Russell substituted more humor in his outspoken com- 
ments.

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Special legislation will allow Edward 
to sell private collection of stuffed animals 


ARCADIA, Wis (AP) -Wisconsin 


conservation officials are wondering 
about the ramifications of Edward 
Khnk's retirement bill 


There's no mention of Khnk in A-1237, 


a bill signed May 3 by Gov Patrick 
Lucey, which allows private collectors to 
possess and sell mounted wild birds and 
game animals 


But the bill, which had been knocked 


around the legislature for several 
sessions until it finally cleared the 
Senate March 29. was introduced 
specifically to enable Khnk to sell his 
large collection of stuffed birds and 
animals 


"That'c my life savings in there," said 


Khnk of his collection, housed in the 
Sportsman's Bar at Arcadia, a small 
community in West Centra! Wisconsin 


"I'm retired now I've got to have 


something to live on," he said 


"This bill has really provided him 


with the ability to do a lot more with 
dignity in his retirement than he could 
have done otherwise," said William 
Koslo, an Arcadia attorney who helped 
Khnk with the legislation 


Khnk started his collection about 1956, 


eventually filling the Sportsman's Bar 
with over 400 stuffed birds, fish and 
animals many of them in glass displav 
cases 


He sold the t a v e r n a few years 


ago—though he still works there part 
time-but his attempts to sell the 
collection were blocked by legal tech 
nicaht'es 


Now it appears he's free to sell, 


although there s t i l l mav be some 
question about species covered by 
federal legislation such as migratory 
birds 


Meanwhile however state officials 


aren t exfcth sure what other imphca 
tions the law mav have 


It w ill take a lot of time and research 


to figure out what it means,' said James 
Chizek administrative assistant with 
the Law Enfoi cement Bureau of the 
Department of Natural Resources "It's 
a complicated thing ' 


"It does have the possibility of open- 


ing up for commercializing on game 
and game birds to a certain extent,"

Spirit is free to bestow 
variety of gifts upon men

Considerable general interest these days has 


surrounded the "charismatic renewal" movement which 
has found its way into almost all denominations and 
sectarian cults. It refers to the gifts of the Holy Spirit 
first bestowed upon the apostles, as recorded in the 
second chapter of the Book of Acts, and later upon 
followers of the early Christian Church. 


Ancient and present manifestations of the gifts include 


certain extraordinary phenomena like ecstatic utterance 
or speaking in tongues (glossolaha), healing, prophecy 
and even exorcism. 


These divine gifts earnestly are cultivated by some 


believers, largely the pentecostals and those loosely 
included in the "Jesus movement," but Protestants of all 
variety, Roman Catholics and Orthodox have felt the 
presence of those bearing spiritual gifts. Reaction among 
the churches has been mixed, from cautious en- 
couragement, to tolerance, to scorn and rejection. 
Results sometimes have been startling, with great 
claims to a re-energizing of the faith from the adherents. 


In every religious experience, Judaeo-Christian or 


otherwise, there always will be a place for the unusual 
and the exotic. And rightly so! 


His disciples wanted to shut down a nonconforming 


practitioner who was casting out demons in his name, 
but Jesus said, "let him do his thing, he that is not 
against me is for me." Who can say and who could 
presume to fix limitations or restrictions on the opera- 
tions of the Spirit of God? A particular form of Christian 
expression doec not need to be widely accepted or 
generally understood in order to be an authentic means 


of grace. 


Skeptics and critics of the manifestation, however, 


would argue that for some persons and groups nothing is 
ever real unless it's different and "far out." They wonder 
if the revival of the Spirit-gifts movement widens the 
field for charlatans and pretenders who would exploit a 
highly emotional opportunity. Divine inspiration is a 
very high claim, perhaps given to a few, and Jesus 
warned about a constant profusion of false prophets. St. 
Paul specifically cautioned against excesses in ecstatic 
utterances and admonished those who "demand a sign" 
of God's presence. 


Whatever happened to the more explicit and natural 


gifts of God's grace? Gifts of joy and patience, of 
goodwill and love for fellowman —they are just as rare 
among us as the more ecstatic states. 


One of the more searching questions to be faced may 


be the exclusive "only salvation" tendency of this and 
other more uncommon movements within the faith. 
Some religious expressions may truly have deeper 
insights than others. But when a particular expression or 
experience insists that its way is the only way then it 
violates the very freedom of the Spirit to bestow a variety 
of gifts. There is no known way that can establish 
property rights as the sole access to the reality which is 
God. The whole truth cannot be contained in any single 
doctrine, group or experience —however profound.

Sometimes, though rarely, history holds it 
breath and jumps. Such a day was May 17, 
1954; the Supreme Court ruled against 
school segregation. The day and decision 
brought together tangled skeins of cen- 
turies of agony and doubt; they cast a 
shadow across decades, perhaps centuries, 
to come. And now, 20 years later in 
America, what?

the difference, on May 17, 1954, in the 
segregated city of Washington, D C , the 
Supreme Court of the United States 
ruled for the plaintiff in the matter of 
"Oliver Brown et al v Board of 
Education of Topeka, Kansas " 


The decision was unanimous, the 


consequences, by any measure 
profound 


The Brown decision 
declared 


segregation of school children by race 
unconstitutional, but more than that, it 


laid down the principle that "separate 
but equal" was inherently unequal. And 
that set off a chain of violent events and 
a collapse of pretensions that exploded 
like firecrackers on a string two decades 
long 


It created a contagion of protest that 


went far beyond the American Negro all 
the way to Vietnam and back again to 
the Puerto Ricans, the Chicanes and the 
Indians, to American students 
American women, American con- 
sumers, American conservationists and 
other American ethnic groups 


The Brown decision and its inevitable 


descendants largely removed terror in 
the South while terror spread in the 
North In the one case, it was the black 
man's fear of the white man In the 
other, it became the white man's fear of 
the black man 


In any case, the two races m the South

now grope for a new relationship to 
replace one more than 350 years old. In 
the North, they grope for their first 
relationship. And the American Negro, 
meanwhile, has slowed down and begun 
to reverse his northward migration of 
more than half a century. 


The Brown decision changed the 


behavior of men, if not the hearts of men. 
It ended legalized Jim Crow. It gave the 
American Negro the power of the ballot, 
North and South. It opened doors for him 
that were closed before and, in the 
process, revealed more closed doors. 


Complexity begat complexity. And 


now the Supreme Court once again has 


a profound question before it, the matter 
of mandatory school busing in Detroit. 
This now is the crucial intersection, in 
the eyes of many blacks, where the 
government of the United States must 
finally decide to desegregate the North 
twenty years after Brown. 


Many blacks now earn more, eat 


better, live in better housing, enjoy more

opportunity. But in all these matters, 
they still generally trail behind whites 
by half. Wealth is relative. Poverty is 
relative. But among the nation's poor, it 
is still the black man, as a group, who is 
the poorest, hungriest, coldest and most 
frustrated. 


More than 350 years after the first 


slave ship dropped anchor off James- 
town, Va., nearly 200 years after all men 
were declared equal in Philadelphia, 
more than 100 years after all slaves were 
declared free in Washington, and 20 
years after the Supreme Court struck 
down the doctrine of separate but equal, 
much of one nation indivisible remains 
divisible, by two, separate and unequal. 


The law of the land said separate but 


equal, but did the practice ever equal the 
law? In Jackson, Miss., a black shopper 
could walk the length of Capitol Street on 
a hot day and not find a drinking fountain 
labeled "colored." 


Was there ever equality at the voting 


booth? Even after such blatant devices 
as allwhite primaries were outlawed, a 
typical Southern black thought twice 
about exercising his fundamental right 
if he expected to get his cotton ginned. As 
recently as 1960 not a single black was 
registered to vote in Lowndes County, 
Ala., or Walthal County, Miss., or 
Fayette County, Tenn. 


Was there equality in the segregated 


schoolhouses? In the 1940s, across the 
South, the amount spent to educate black 
school children averaged only 44 per 
cent of that spent on white children. And 
in the year 1954, $165 a year was spent 
per white child, $115 per black. 


At the beginning of the second half of 


the 20th century in America, 17 southern 
and border states and the District of 
Columbia, with 40 per cent of the 
country's public school enrollment, 
required segregated schools and three 
states permitted them. Among the three 
was Kansas. 


Linda cried 


There, in the capital city of Topeka, in 


1951, a black man named Oliver Brown 
became thoroughly annoyed at the 
system. It wasn't that he felt Topeka's 
black and white schools were not equal; 
he believed they were. It was the 
separateness that angered him. 


A white school was three blocks from 


his home. But his daughter, Linda, 9, 
had to walk six blocks to catch a bus then 
ride 24 blocks to a black school. 


One winter day, Linda came home 


crying from the cold. Oliver Brown went 
to court. 


The building was built in 1935, one of 


the rare few in Washington to be 
completed at less than anticipated cost. 
If you were black and American in 1954, 
it seemed like the bargain of the century. 


The building was built of white 


marble, Greek revival style, broad 
majestic steps inviting the hushed 
visitor up to the temple of justice. Up to 
the stately columns holding the facade 
and the words: "Equal Justice Under 
Law." 


Was that all it was —facade? 
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In long, long lines, American Negroes 


waited to find out. By twos and threes 
and fours, they waited all around the 
block of the Supreme Court building 
during the final arguments in the winter 
of 1953. 


Grunting as he maneuvered his bulk 


out of a cab. Thurgood Marshall told a 
companion, "Sometimes I just get 


awfully tired trying to save the white 
man's soul." 


It had been a long haul. The first 


segregated school case had come to the 
Court from South Carolina in 1951. In 
1952, there came four similar cases 
including Brown. In 1953, Marshall and 
his team of lawyers from the National 
Association for the Advancement of 


Colored People were determined to 
make a bold assault on the very principle 
of separate but equal. 


Not the equality but the separateness 


Now they were challenging directly a 
doctrine laid down nearly 60 years 
before. Plessy v. Ferguson, it was called 
in 1896.

plaintiff's argument, Justice Henry B. 
Brown wrote for the majority then, was 
its "assumption that the enforced 
separation of the two races stamps the 
colored race with a badge of inferiority. 
If this be so, it is not by reason of 
anything found in the act but solely 
because the colored race chooses to put 
that construction upon it." 


In 1953, there came a new chief justice 


of the United States, Earl Warren, son of 
immigrants. By December, when final- 
oral arguments were completed in the 
Brown case, he had been chief justice 
only two months. 


The court retired to deliberate in its 


handsome, richly paneled, high- 
ceihnged conference room, where only 
the nine justices may enter. Secrecy in 
that room is inviolate. 


A holy rite

Twenty years later, Earl Warren 


parted the curtain slightly: 


"We were all aware of the importance 


of the case and its possible profound 
effects on our national life. Thus, we felt 
we should not follow our ordinary 
course. We did not take a preliminary 
vote." 


Instead, they immediately began the 


holy rite of conference. They conferred 
from mid-December to mid-February 
On Feb. 17, the chief justice thought the 
subject had been thoroughly explored. 
He asked each member of the court if he 
was ready to vote. Each was. And they 
voted, 9 to 0, climaxing two centuries o"f 
litigation over the status of the black 
man in America. 


The decision dealt with principle not 


enforcement. On May 31, 1955, in an 
implementing decision, the court 
ordered the dismantling of an American 
institution "with all deliberate speed." 


Starting from square one, the upward 


strides of the Southern black were 
visible and dramatic. The Jim Crow 
signs were down. The schools, under 
court orders, were integrating. The 
voting booth was open, and registration 
rolls began to grow fat with names of 
blacks. 


In the North, however, blacks looked 


out at their crowded ghettos and saw 
little change. They were still largely 
isolated, still mired in poverty. The 
"inner cities" grew larger, the "urban 
bhght" grimmer, the walls to the 
Promised Land higher. 


The first to let go was Watts. 
On Aug. 12, six days after the Voting 


Rights Act guaranteed the franchise to 
Southern blacks, the sprawling Negro 
section of Los Angeles erupted in an orgy 
of arson and looting and killing. A 
terrible new slogan replaced the South's 
"We Shall Overcome." It was "Burn 
baby, burn!" 


In the next 24 months, the frustration 


and despair of generations erupted from 
beneath the steaming sidewalks of 
Boston, Buffalo, Cincinnati, Chicago 
Newark, Rochester, New York, Detroit. 


To its dismay, America learned that 


the process of emancipation did not end

with a ballot and an integrated school. 


In the South as a whole, 46 per cent of 


the black pupils are in schools with a 
white majority, and fewer than nine per 
cent are still in all-black schools. 


In the North and West, 28 per cent of 


the blacks attend white majority 
schools, and 11 per cent are in all-black 
schools. 


In the nation as a whole since 1960, the 


proportion of black students receiving 
high school diplomas rose from 42 to 68 
per cent. The number getting college 
degrees doubled, from six to 12 per cent. 


Integration advances have not come 


without cost. Consolidating black and 
white students into previously all-white 
schools has meant a loss of black, not 
white, teachers. The National Urban 
League calculates the black teaching-job 
loss at 31,584 in 17 southern and border 
states. 


Twenty years ago, a black preacher 


named Henry Grant rented an entire 
theater in Denmark, S.C., to show some 
church films to black students. They had 
to sit in the balcony although the 
orchestra was empty. 


Today, the Rev. Henry Grant can sit in 


any part of any theater he chooses in the 
south. Jim Crow is dead. 


Eight years ago, in Charleston, S.C., 


Henry Grant had to travel 100 miles to 
find a beach open to black men. Today he 
can use any beach. The Atlantic Ocean is 
integrated. 


"And if you don't get a good spot on the 


sand," he says, "it only means you're 
slow, not black." 


Last December, in Selma, Ala., a 


restaurant refused service to several 
black visitors who didn't have "mem- 
bership cards." The word quickly got 
around. The Rev. James Robinson, a 
local priest and black leader, phoned the 
restaurant for reservations. 


"Yes, Father, how many in your 


party?" 


"Oh, maybe about 300." 
The restaurant opened to everyone. 
In 1952, in Washington, Ga., one team 


in the Black Little League had a crisis on 
the eve of a big game. Its shortstop was 
sick. A white boy was recruited as an 
emergency replacement. 


Baseball fans 


He was allowed to play, only with 


permission of the town council. 


And who is that sometime shortstop 


today? He is Wyche Fowler, president of 
the Atlanta City Council. 


Two years ago, a young^lack lawyer 


was turned down for membership in the 
Atlanta Lawyers Club for the fourth 
time. And who is that black lawyer 
today? He is Maynard Jackson, the 
mayor of Atlanta. 


And what do Fowler and Jackson and 


all of Atlanta and all of the integrated 
world of baseball fans in the whole wide 
universe have in common? They have 
Hank Aaron of Atlanta, that's who. 


Mississippi now has 174 black elected 


officials, the most of any Southern state. 


Mississippi has four black mayors. New 
York has none. Pennsylvania has none. 
Massachusetts has none. Conversely, 
those Northern states have four blacks in 
Congress. Mississippi has none. 


The "new" Mississippi is now 


governed by William Waller, whose 
political rise reflected profound changes 
in the South. It was Waller, a white man, 
who twice prosecuted the white man 
charged with the murder of "the most 
hated black man" in Mississippi - 
Medgar Evers. The two trials ended in 
hung juries. But the prosecutor had tried 
hard for a conviction. And still became 
governor. 


Burden of poverty 


The trials were also rendered 


memorable for this exchange: 


"Do you think it is a crime for a white 


man to kill a nigger in Mississippi?" 
Waller asked a prospective juror. 


"What was his answer?" asked the 


judge. 


"He's thinking it over," Waller said. 


In 1787, the new Constitution of the 


United States, for the purpose of 
representation, counted a black man as 
three-fifths of a white man. Today, the 
per capita income of blacks has not 
reached three-fifths that of whites. 


Today, in Alabama, 40 per cent of 


black homes lack plumbing. 


Today, in America, for every 40 


white-collar jobs, only one goes to a 
black. 


Poverty remains the black man's 


burden. 


"Every item we're fighting for now is 


a cost item," said Jesse Jackson. "It 
costs to go to the school of your choice. 
It costs to live in the neighborhood of 
your choice. 


"In 10 years, the movement has gone 


from fighting for the right of survival to 
fighting for the means of survival." 


Jesse Jackson marched with Martin 


Luther King in the South during the 
1960s. Now he heads an antipoverty 
organization in Chicago. 


And now men North and South, white 


and black, caught in a world they never 
made, of irony and complexity, un- 
settling change and elusive promise . . . 


Hodding Carter III, publisher of the 


Delta Democrat Times of Greenville, 
Miss., long a crusader for equality for 
the black man, says: "I've had to learn 
about my hangups, too. Like the first 
time I watched my daughter go off to a 
high school dance with a black boy." 


In Chicago, a cab driver says to his 


passenger, "You look like a white 
liberal. I used to be a white liberal. Now 
you're looking at a scared bigot. I take 
my life in my hands hacking at night." 


Irony and complexity.... 
Twenty years ago, the Brown ruling 


said it's not the inequality but the 
separateness. Now the Supreme Court 
has agreed to decide whether Detroit 
must adopt an integration proposal to 
swap black children from the city, every 
day, with white children from 53 suburbs 
in two counties. 


The outcome of the Detroit case will 


affect other Northern cities. What is 
involved is whether, in effect, whites can 
avoid racial integration of schools by 
moving across not only city but also 
county lines. 


Busing on a far lesser scale has rubbed 


nerves raw in any number of com- 
munities. How far must a metropolitan 
area go to implement Brown? An 
NAACP pamphlet on the subject is 
titled, "It's Not the Distance, It's the 
Niggers." 


But... 
Linda Brown Smith's two children go 


to art integrated school in Topeka one 
block from home. Now there is talk they 
might have to be bused to a more 
integrated school farther from home. 
Like her father, who started it all 20 
years ago, Linda Brown Smith is 
opposed to busing. 


Hodding Carter is encouraged by the 


fact that a "growing minority of white 
children in the South now view blacks as 
human beings." But his optimism is 


restrained. So far, he sees no fun- 
damental change in the country. 


And Earl Warren? The former chief 


justice of the United States, who 
presided over the landmark decision 20 
years ago, is now 83, still erect, still of 
the same mind. 


"I can't say we have moved forward 


with 'all deliberate speed.' But there has 
been great change. In 1954, we were as 
close to apartheid in the South as you 
could be. Now that is gone. 


"We still don't live as one society; but 


desegregation, to a very considerable 
extent, now exists in every state of the 
union. It is not complete, but it is 
moving." 


In view of the violence, the trauma and 


the divisiveness in the last 20 years, has 
he ever had any second thoughts about 
the Brown decision?" 


Earl Warren, normally an amiable 


man, answered sharply. 


"No," he said, blue eyes blazing. 


"Why should I?"

Big Burgher Mercedes Benzes 


jammed up against other wide-hipped 
cars belonging to some Max or Moritz 
hypertensing up to 140 over 100 in the 
traffic sclerosis; carbon dioxide tussling 
with bratwurst fumes for air space, jets 
running track across the sky to Rheim- 
Main Flughafen. 


Dirt, crassness, money badly spent, 


noise —some Germans say the city is a 
ruthless caricature of what Europeans 
find worst in the United States. 


After 20 years in which Schnitzel City 


offered Americans practiced postwar 
humbleness and assimilated the electric 
toothbrush and U.S.-type urban 
problems, things are changing. Having 
chosen poorly from what the United 
States has to offer, some people think not 
only Frankfurt but much of Western 
Europe is backing away from 
the 


fascination it showed for America. 


Schmt-zel.vt. (slang) 1. to gyp, or take 


advantage of, as employed colloquially 
by U.S. forces stationed in Central 
Europe. 2. Veal dish, German, not 
particularly favored by said military 
forces. 


"Nowadays your average Deutsch, 


he'll schnitzel you as fast as he'll "guteri 
morgen' you," said an American private 
pushing an Army Chevy through traffic. 
"He don't love us any more. Worse, he 
don't even care. Isn't that right, 
lieutenant?" 


The lieutenant holds the tact front 


bravely for a moment, then wavers. He 
tells of trying to buy an electrical fixture 
and running into a salesman who refused 
to speak English and is impatient with 
his rudimentary German. The officer 
apologizes to the man, saying he's only 
been in the country two months. "In two 
months in an American prisoner of war 
camp had English perfekt learned," the 
salesman replies. "We are finished 
learning from you. Now you learn from 
us." 


A German who has real understanding 


and affection for the United States says 
a lot of the old fascination is gone. "We 
have proved to ourselves that we can do 
bad things every bit as unsuccessfully as 
you do —look at Frankfurt —and we may 
be able to do some good ones better. The 
old inferiority complex is just about 
gone." 


It is not just the Big Schnitzel. 


Unscientific and occasionally con- 
tradictory, enough subjective evidence 
nonetheless exists to argue that an 
increasing number of Europeans 
consider America less and less as model 
or marvel. It comes in loose nuggets like 
this: 


Enchantment 
with American 
things is fading 


In Germany, after a generation of 


television viewing centered around Hoss 
Cartwright of Bonanza and other canned 
American shows, sometimes two a 
night, the two national networks are 
down to two new U.S. serials a week. An 
official of the ZDF color network 
explained: "Everybody still enjoys a 
western, but most other things don't 
reflect our life or 


aspirations." 
In the same color network's 


headquarters in Wiesbaden, two secre- 
tarial jobs were offered simultaneously 
to the house staff. One was in Rome, the 
other in the network's Washington office 
at higher pay and benefits. There were 
34 applications for the Rome job and two 
for the post in Washington. 


David Rosenthal, a director of Merrill 


Lynch in Paris, told a friend at lunch: 


"If most of the American offices here 
had to go into their French executive or 
middle management asking for a man to 
move to the States, they'd find people 
hiding under their desks. Ten, 15 years 
ago, they would have lined up outside the 
door. You can't blow a European's mind 
anymore by showing him a wall oven." 


In Paris, where U.S. westerns and 


gangster movies are disected by eager 
critics, attendance at American films 
dropped 25 per cent in 1973, despite "The 
Godfather," a world box office money 
spinner. Foreign movie attendance 
declined in general, but the American 
drop was startling because attendance at 
French films improved. 


A French film distributor said: "It 


may be that a lot of people no longer need 
the kind of escape that American films 
gave them." 


Not animosity but less curiosity. For some Europeans, this 
phrase sums up the new attitude toward Americans and 
their way of life. The status of things American in 1974 is 
declining. Here is a report from an American newsman 
who has lived in Europe for five years. 


Immigration figures bear out a drying 


up of interest. While Canada, New 
Zealand and Australia have generally 
increased their totals, the number of 
Frenchmen, Italians, Germans and 
Britons emigrating to the United States 
in 1973 decreased. 


In France, for example, over the 


four-year period from 1969 to 1973, the 
number of emigrants to the United 
States fell by 25 per cent, from abut 2,000 
to 1,500 annually. In Germany, the 
decrease was from 8,700 to 5,700 and in 
Italy, from 25,500 to 21,000. 


With Europe wealthier and the dollar 


weaker, more tourists and businessmen 
felt traveling to the United States came 
within their reach. In France, the 
number of non-immigrant visas issued 
rose from 32,000 in 1964 to 105,000 in 1973. 
At the same time, however, the rise in 
student yisas, a gauge of young people's 
interest and respect for a country, went 
up just fractionally. 


During the first half of 1964, there were 


300 French applications for student visas 
to the United States. By 1973, they had 
increased to only 394. 


In Britain, the brain drain —emigra- 


tion of professional people to the United 
States for better salaries and working 
conditions - leveled off about three 
years ago and, according to one U.S. 
Immigration official, "is just about a 
thing of the past." 


So is the notion of the free-spending 


American tourist. With special Japanese 
restaurants and personnel, two new 
hotels in Paris are more oriented to the 
tourist from Tokyo than from Los 
Angeles. While French tourist officials 
expect a drop in U.S. tourists this 
summer, the number of Japanese is 
projected to rise by 40 per cent. 


Something has changed in a basic 


attitude when a writer for the Paris 
Sunday newspaper, Le Journal du 
Dimanche, can say: "Wrapped in 
cameras, their wallets stuffed with prize 
yen, the Japanese have made everyone 
forget the pale dollars of the old kings of 
travel -the Americans." 


Even in pop music the old allegiances 


have faded. For years, with the excep- 
tion of the English, continental pop 
groups were content to rip off the 
Americans in the local language. 
Frenchmen borrowed American names 
. — Johnny Hallyday, Eddie Mitchell, 
Dick Rivers —to sell more records. Now 
the groups are Mocedades, Les Varia- 
tions or Nektar and U.S. record com- 
panies are interested in them. 


Wolfram Henye, a Munich business- 


man and Bundeswehr reserve officer, 
feels much of the admiration Germans 
had for the United States is gone. 


America in the 40's and 50's was 


considered a country where everything 
functioned, "a clean democracy," he 
said. To a Europe sick of its own failures, 
it seemed stable, creative. Then came 
the assassinations - the Kennedys and 
Martin Luther King -the race riots, the 
Vietnam war, My Lai, the weakening of 
the dollar and now Watergate. 


"It was blind love," Henye said, "and 


when you fall out of love, everything

Is it not possible since none of us are infallible, and rationalization is so 
common: also because most of us have grave faults which we are unaware 
of. that you deceived your consciences regarding abortion? 
Our 


consciences are not automatically infallible: thev can easily make 
mistakes, be influenced by passion, convenience, self-will, the wrong 
example of other's, be perverted by sin. warped by a false education or 
polluted by selfishness. The experience of psychiatrists and clinical 
psychologist.-, confirm that self-knowledge is difficult to obtain and the 
human eapacilv for self-deception i 
1- extraordinary. 


And though our egos may deny. dull, numb or kill our consciences by 
rationalization, though we drown or flee from conscience with alcohol, 
sleeping tablet;, or drug;-. Bishop Sheen reminds us that even if 
conscience is dead in man we richer escape the effects of sin. So we pay 
the penalty of repressed guilt by suffering from fear, psychosis, neurosis 
or physical disorders as psychoeomatic medicine bears witness. 
Do not we Americans deceive ourselves if we dare consider that we are 
morally superior to other countries in times of a crisis of consciences 
when so often in the past, compassion and even conscience became 
expendables? Rationalize all you wish, the attacking of civilian non- 
combatants in Dresden, Hamburg. Tokyo. Hirochima. Nagasaki and 
Vietnam will forever remain examples of our failure to respect human 
life. 
Perhaps the reason for our tragic failure to respect human life, our lack 
of compassion and our pagan attitudes are best summed up bv Cardinal 
Suenens who slated "The world denies it is answerable to God". 


Because the ramifications of the abortion decision are so horrendous. I 
believe we who profess Judiac-Christian principles have an obligation to 
inform our Senators and Representatives in Washington D.C. that we will 
refuse to vote for them if they do not support the adoption of a pro-life 
amendment. 


The life vou save could be another Lincoln. Eve Curie. Chopin or a 
brilliant political, medical or scientific genius who might possess the 
solutions to the critical problems facing the world.

I often remember his remark when I 


am thinking about the connection 
between eating and morality —a subject 
that occasionally floats into my mind 
when I realize that I am coveting the ice 
cream being eaten by one of my small 
and defenseless daughters or that I had 
been tempted to shove aside a kindly 
looking old couple rather than miss the 
last bowl of seafood chowder at a Nova 
Scotia church supper 


The subject was brought to my mind 


again not long ago by an article I read in 
one of those magazines that every airline 
now publishes and distributes free to the 
passengers —apparently as a desperate 
attempt to keep their minds off the lunch 
they are being served The article, writ- 
ten by Stanley Jacobs for the TWA 
magazine, said, "Increasingly, doc- 
tors, psychiatrists, educators and per- 
sonnel men are scrutinizing what we eat, 
seeking additional clues to our mental 
ability, character, hostilities, ambition, 
defeatism and other traits " 


Most of the research has apparently 


amounted to analyzing food preferences 
in order to arrive at such findings as "If 
you're extra fond of starchy foods 
(breads and potatoes), it could mean you 
are on the complacent side and averse to 
solving problems or making judgments" 
—or, in another way of looking at it, too 
fat to care 


Research on eating preferences causes 


me no concern It says right in the article, 
after all, that people who "like 
everything" —a description, in its mil- 
dest form, of me — are fortunate 
"Studies at the University of Maryland," 
it says, "indicate that the person who has 
few or no food hangups tends to have a 
mature outlook, a balanced personality 
and a logical mind " (So much for people 
who do not like Beef Wellington and bar- 
becued sparenbs1) 


It seems to me only a step or two from 


that finding to a refutation of the 
proposition that a person is displaying 
maturity if he is able to order what he 
wants in a restaurant without being 
haunted by the thought that several other 
items on the menu are almost certain to 
be worth tasting as well —a proposition 
that Nora Ephron once expressed in a 
different context (she was writing about 
people searching for kinky sex) by say- 
ing "I am no longer interested in thirty 
one flavors, I stick with English toffee " 


I long ago decided that among the 


flavors of ice cream sold at Baskin 
Robbms I liked English toffee best, but 
I find myself trying a different flavor 
every time I walk in —a result, I now 
realize, of my balanced personality and 
logical mind 


What disturbs me is that any en- 


couragement of people like psychiatrists 
and personnel men to poke around in 
everybody's dinner plate can eventually 
make eating about as satisfying as play- 
ing basketball with New York intellec- 
tuals who always follow the game with a 
few hours of analyzing each player's en- 
tire character in terms of how often he 
passes or whether he is willing to risk a 
hook shot with his left hand ("You can't 
tell me that somebody who elbows that 
much under the basket is in poverty law 
strictly to help poor people ") 


That kind of approach can only lead to 


judging people by whether they happen 
to covet their neighbor's Peking duck or 
whether they would b'etray their friends 
for a perfectly sauteed soft-shell crab 
Where would that leave me9 


Psychiatrists and personnal people 


would never understand about how one is 
forced to act in a Chinese restaurant 
when ordering must be done family style 
for six or eight people As the govern- 
ment has always told us wnen discussing 
some of the foreign regimes it supports, 


there are some places where democracy 
is simply not applicable 


In my vision of purgatory, the Devil 


tells me that I am about to eat eternally 
in the best Chinese restaurant that has 
ever existed —with, of course, a couple of 
qualifications My dining partners will 
be seven of those baseball players who 
always used to be described in the

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LONDON -"I've always been a train 


freak," says film director Sidney 
Lumet, enthusiastically busy trying to 
re-create the grandeur once associated 
with luxury train travel, add exotic 
mystery and bring to life a celebrated 
Agatha Christie whodunit never filmed 
before. Unlike the little boy who plays

with toy trains, Lumet has a full-scale 
moviemaking budget for building his 
fancy cars and peopling them with a 
breathtaking roster of stars. 


The director, with his police film 


"Serpico" winning accolades, now has 
turned to the 40-year-old thriller, 
"Murder on the Orient Express." His 
stars include Albert Finney, Ingrid 
Bergman, Sir John Gielgud, Lauren 
Bacall, Jacqueline Bisset, Sean Con- 
nery, Wendy Killer, Anthony Perkins, 
Vanessa Redgrave, Martin Balsam, 
Richard Widmark, Rachel Roberts, 
Michael York and others. 


"There's not a lunatic in the bunch, 


said Lumet to counter any notion that 
there 
could 
be 
temperamental 


fireworks. "They are working together 
admirably, and not just in cameo parts. 
Every role is significant, and the entire 
cast is together on four occasions. I 
don't expect problems." 


You could feel the star aura watching 


some of the cast assembled in two tfny 
hotel rooms for a make-up rehearsal. It 
would be difficult to find a similar array 
of talent per square foot of space. 


Sir John Gielgud was in a chair hav- 


" ing his eyebrows worked on. Michael 
York had his hair in curlers. There was 
Wendy Hiller, trying on a gray wig. 
Anthony Perkins was standing bare- 


chested by a sink and washing off his 
make-up after it had been checked. In 
sauntered Lauren Bacall asking, "Is my 
lipstick all right?" 


Beautiful Jacqueline Bisset was try- 


ing on her wig, and designer Tony Wal- 
ton entered bearing a slinky silk robe 
with a dragon design where her 
derriere should be. "Do you want to 
strip off and try it?" Jacqueline was 
asked. "Strip off? Is that the title of my 
next picture," she taunted. Martin Bal- 
sam, star of "Summer Wishes, Winter 
Dreams" and French actor Jean-Pierre 
Cassell, were getting the once-over. The 
right formula had been already been 
found for the craggy face of Richard 
Widmark. Lumet kept bounding from 
one person to another, insisting on this 
or that. 


"I want to have an over-all look of 


glamour to the picture. Remember, you 
are dealing with a myth, which is never 
the same in reality. I want to create a 
larger-than-life environment. I want 
this to be one of the most glamorous 
films ever made. That's the only way it 
will work. Everyone has to have that 
special look and the picture has to be 
fun. 


"The story itself is one of the best 


mysteries you'll find, with an ending 
that packs a wallop. I wish the book 
could be out of print before the picture 
comes out. I'm nervous about people 
reading it and having the ending 
spoiled. It's strange that this one has 
never been filmed. There have been 
mysteries set on trains, including 'The 
Lady Vanishes," but not this one. 


"I'm trying to recreate the at- 


mosphere of the Orient Express in the 
1930s when the train went from Calais to 
Istanbul. The Wagons-Lits People in 
Paris thought they'd give me a train 
and that I'd put my stars aboard and 
we'd go riding through Europe for three 


or four weeks making the film. They 
were astonished to learn it couldn't be 
done that way. 


"Instead, I bought the interiors of 


three marvelous period cars — all of 
that 
wonderfully 
luxurious wood 


panelling, all of those exquisite fixtures. 
I transported the lot back to London, 
and we have rebuilt cars at EMI-Elstree 
Studios. We had to do it with removable 
panels, so we'd be able to maneuver our 
camera and equipment in and out. I 
obtained other cars for shooting 
exteriors in France. 


"I never rode on the old Orient 


Express," continued Lumet, who is 48. 
"Now 
there's 
the 
Trans-Europe 


Express, but that's no comparison from 
what I've heard. And current train 
travel in America? Forget it. I took my 
first train ride as a boy from New York 
to Philadelphia.

One of the sexiest things in the 
world is to make love in a train com- 
partment. The ryhthm, the gentle 
shaking of the car, the vibrations. Yes, 
I've done it and there's nothing like it iri 
the world. Maybe if more people realize 
that aspect it will bring back luxury 
train travel!"

States. Neenah's "home" contribu- 
tors are Patricia Dobberke, Robert 
and Shirley Ekholm and Henry 
Young. 


An important aspect of the an- 


niversary show's success is its 
variety of styles and media. The 
exhibit emphasizes 
the carefully- 


planned wide scope of art which 
previous director Charles Brooks 
provided this area. 


Anniversaries traditionally are 


times for reflection and conjecture. 
Browsing through these exhibits 
reminded me of something which 
has bothered me off and on since 
moving to Appleton. The Fox Cities

Locks, Kaukauna and surrounding 
towns -has 
approximately 175,000 


residents, constituting, in effect, a 
medium-sized city. Without Bergs- 
trom Art Center, the result of a 


philanthropic action by one family, 
there would not be a bona fide art 
gallery in the entire Fox Cities. The 
closest we would come is Worcester 
Art Center at Lawrence, but it is 
small. And by the nature of its 
university ties, the general com- 
munity feels no empathy with it 
even though anyone is free to see 
the exhibits there. 


So, Bergstrom is valuable to the 


Fox Cities, a genuine cultural asset. 
As a bonus, it offers the finest 
paperweight collection in the mid- 
west, possibly the nation, and an 
outstanding display of Victorian 
glass. Its art rental program is 
relatively inexpensive and usually 
offers good variety. Children's art 
classes have taken hold, and there 
are good turnouts and excellent 
instructors. 


So, thinking about it, we can wish 


Bergstrom Art Center a happy an- 
niversary -and really mean it.

energy to crack the Watergate scandal 
by forcing Liddy or anybody else to talk. 
Bur he did accede, somewhat hesitantly,

failed, prosecutors believe, because 
John Mitchell was running this part of 
the conspiracy. Mr Nixon had always 
shied away from a direct run on

New Faces From New Jawlines 


"If you have a crooked leg, you can wear bell-bottom 


trousers and be stylish. But if you have a 


crooked mouth... there hasn't been much you couid 


do about it — until now."

T 


"m going to split your jaws and re- 


arrange your face." This may 
sound like All's warning to 


Frazier before a bout, but it's also 
what an oral surgeon might tell a pa- 
tient who wants to correct a jaw de- 
formity. Most of us think oral sur- 
geons are the people our dentists send 
us to to have an infected or impacted 
tooth removed or a broken jaw 
patched up. But today's oral surgeons 
go far beyond these rehabilitative 
skills to correct mistakes nature has 
made in the development of the bones 
around our mouths. 


Dr. Stanley J. Behrman. oral sur- 


geon at The New York Hospital and 
associate professor of surgery at Cor- 
nell Medical School, is a pioneer in 
corrective oral surgery. He has been 
fascinated with the shapes and struc- 
tures of people's jaws for 30 years. 
"The mouth is the most subjectively 
intimate organ of the body." he ex- 
plains. "The two basic human drives- 
hunger and love—revolve around fhe 
mouth." It is also one of the most 
public and exposed parts of our 
bodies. If you hav 
-rooked leg. you 


can wear bell-bo1 
rousers and be 


stylish. But if j 
ave a crooked 


mouth, a protrur1 .& jaw, a weak chin 
or an asymmetrical face, there hasn't 
been much you could do about it— 
until now. 


The mouth and its related parts— 


the jaws, chin, lips and teeth—send 
signals to all with whom we come in 
contact, 
and we are immediately 


judged, correctly or incorrectly, to be 
strong or weak, brave or timid, sen- 
suous or plain, by the shape and struc- 
ture of out mouth. And as others see 
us, so we often see ourselves, and 
become what our faces seem to say 
we are.

spare time, is a warm, friendly, out- 
going person, but his underdeveloped 
upper jaw and long, pointy chin gave 
him a sinister appearance. He spent

seven expensive years wearing metal 
braces and rubber bands on his teeth, 
after which his orthodontist gave up 
in despair. Larry, who at one time 
considered becoming a comedian, felt 
his face was a liability. "Every time I 
saw a picture of myself, I cringed a 
little inside." he confided. His sister- 
in-law, who works at The New York 
Hospital, sent him to see Dr. Behr- 
man. and though Larry had some 
reservations, he went through with 
the operation. Today, he has a hand- 
some new face, with his upper jaw 
brought forward into proper align- 
ment, his chin rounded and seven mil- 
limeters shorter. 


Sometimes the cosmetic benefits are 


simply a side effect of corrective oral 
surgery. Kathy Kalos' teeth were in 
danger of falling out because her 
severe underbite was wearing away 
the gums around her upper teeth. Af- 
ter three futile years with an orthodon- 
tist, she was sent to Dr. Benrman. He 
corrected her bite, saved her teeth, 
and brought her protruding lower jaw 
and chin back into alignment. Besides 
salvaging her teeth. Kathy's looks im- 
proved; she felt prettier, more sure of 
herself, started dating more and got 
married soon after. 


The operation itself is only the fi- 


nale to a long series of exacting plan- 
ning stages. Impressions of the pa- 
tient's teeth and jaws are taken and 
plaster models are made. A profile X 
ray of the skull is used by the surgeon 
to compute exactly how many milli- 
meters either or both jaws need to be 
moved. He then works out the sur- 


. gical procedure on the plaster models 


in much the same way that an archi- 
tect might adjust his plans on scale 
models. 


Once the planning is completed, the 


surgeon is ready to operate. It used to 
be necessary to perform the surgery 
through an incision in the neck, but it 
is now possible to operate entirely 
within the mouth. leaving no visible 
scars. Once the jawbones are rear- 
ranged, the teeth and jaws are wired 
together to allow the bones to knit in 
place. Occasionally an orthodontist 
will have to work on the patient's teeth 
after the operation, but often the cor- 
rect placement of the jaws permits the 
teeth to fall into proper alignment by 
themselves. 


Although the calculations, planning 


and operation are highly complex 
procedures, it is not the technical as- 
pects that are the most fulfilling for 
Dr. Behrman. "We don't treat jaws, 
teeth or bones; we treat people." he 


stresses to his students. Watching shv 
patients open up, defensive patients 
drop their guard and self-conscious 
patients forget themselves deliehts 
him most. 


The cost of an operation can range 


anywhere from $350 to $3,500 and 
up. "Bui." insists Dr. Behrman. "any- 
one who needs or wants an operation 
of this sort can have it, regardless of 
the cost, at one of the several oral 
surgical training centers in the coun- 
try."' Operations are performed for 
little or no money by in-service resi- 
dents under the close supervision of 
an attending oral surgeon. 


As to who needs corrective oral 


surgery. Dr. Behrman says that any- 
one whose physical functions of chew- 
ing, swallowing, breathing or speaking 
are impaired, or anyone whose ability 
to function in society is impaired by 
an oral deformity, is a likely candi- 
date. His oral-surgeon trainees are 
cautioned against dismissing a patient 
whose deformity seems inconsequen- 
tial. If it seriously bothers the patient, 
there is reason enough for correction. 
Conversely, he warns students against 
proselytizing indiscriminately among 
people whose malformations do not 
worry them 


Surgery is not usually recom- 


mended for young children because 
their development is not yet com- 
pleted, but otherwise, age is not a 
factor. Even people who have lost 
their teeth can have jaw deformities 
corrected, enabling them to wear 
artificial teeth better. 


Although oral surgery can't work 


miracles, it can help to improve the 
way someone sees himself. As Larry 
Laiken commented: "You can't help 
but expect that the operation will solve 
all your problems, emotional and 
physical. You come to realize, how- 
ever, that it's not going to do that. But 
the image you have of yourself is the 
most important one, and when you 
can take a part of that image and do 
something positive about it, you have 
to feel better. This is reflected in the 
way you respond to others and in 
the way you perform 
in societv."

say 1 "starved" myself, the menu for 


my day went like this. No breakfast. But as
